A DEFECTIVE TELEPHONE SERVICE,—We 
call the attention of the local ‘‘hello’’ to the 
published report of the Shanghai Mutual Tele- 
phone Company, 

In three hours, from 9 to 12°a.m. 5000 calls 
were attended to;from 2 till 4 p. m., 4,663 calls, 
and a total of 13,557 calls were registered during 
the twenty-four hours. There are 12 operators 
at the exchange, which makes a call every 23 
seconds to answer. Can you grasp that?—every 
23 seconds—not minutes, nor hours, nor mafiana, 
as is the custom in Manila. 

If lack of money is the root of the evil, and 
it can not be obtained in any other way, we sug- 
gest that an appeal might be made to the Board 
of Foreign Missions to come tothe rescue. Con- 
tinual use or misuse of the local telephone has 
placed the average American beyond the pale 
of redemption, and a few thousand dollars ju- 
diciously spent in remedying the evil would save 
more souls from eternal perdition, than millions 
spent in trying to convert the heathen in other 
lands. 

Or perhaps it would be as well for our local 
manager to take a short trip up to Shanghai, 
and imbibe a few ideas on how to run a tele- 
plone exchange. 


A Gross DIVERGENCE OF FIGURES.— The 
government recently advertised for bids for 
the construction of a lighthouse on Apo Island 
reef, off Mindoro, in which they were to 
supply the necessary steel for the structure. 
The contractors were invited to figure on the 
cost of erection, excavating, and placing the 
concrete foundation to a specified depth, and 
building of keepers’ quarters, and two small 
outhouses, the walls of which were to be of 
concrete. Stone and sand were obtainable on 
the site. There were a few minor details, such 
as the transportation of materials, building of 
a small wharf, cement walks, etc. If we remem- 
ber aright, there were some goo cubic yards of 
concrete to go in, 300 of which were in the 
walls of the buildings. 

The government estimate of cost, based on the 
erection of a similar lighthouse, on one of the 
other islands, and with their own facilities of 
free transportation, was approximately $25,000. 

The bids on being opened were as follows: 
$154,000, $98,000, $44,000, and $14,900. 

Comment on the absurd variance between 
the above bids is superfluous. The contract was 
naturally awarded to the lowest bidder, though 
his figures were so low, that the lighthouse 
engineer insisted that the bond of $6000 for the 
faithful performance of the work be deposited 
in cash. As this waS not done, they have 
decided to do the work themselves. 

Now, we do not believe that government engi- 
neers and their estimates are infallible—in fact, 
we know they are not; but in this case, where 
tney had just completed a similar structure, and 
had a direct line on the cost of the work, they 
can not be censured for the course taken, 
though it would seem that the next lowest bidder 
should have received some consideration, as 
allowing for transportation, supervision, un- 
foreseen contingencies, and a fairrate of profit— 
25 per cent is not excessive—the bid was not too 
high. In marked contrast to these tenders were 
those recently opened for the erection of a 
bridge over the Binondo canal, where the 
figures show a clearer grasp of the work to be 
accomplished. 

We are led to make the above observations, 
as there is more or less comment about the gov- 
ernment doing its own work, in preferenze to 
letting it out by contract. 


THE PoLicy OF THE ADMINISTRATION.— 
Secretary of War Taft has made clear to the 


ae 


people of the United States and to the world 
at large the position of the Republican party 
in regard to the Philippines. 

It is short and tothe point, and the expression 
comes as a relief, after hearing the many radical 
and absurd propositions emanating from the 
anti-imperialists and their democratic allies. 

At the Hamilton Club, in Chicago, on the 
celebration of the annual Appomattox Day 
banquet, held on April Sth, Secretary Taft chose 
as the subject fer his speech, ‘The Policy of 
the Administration; the New Duty of the 
United States, especially with regard to the 
Philippines.’’ 

In the early part of his address, Secretary Taft 
announced that it was the duty of the government cof 
the United States to retain the islands in its pos- 
session. 

“The only method,” he declared, “is to educate the 
people of the Philippine islands into American ideas, 
and this will require time. I do not agree with those 
excellent people who are of the opinion that we should 
turn over the istands to the native population as soon 
as it is capable of self-government. It is going to 
require much time, perhaps several generations, 
before the people of the Philippine islands are going 
to be able to govern themselves as we of this country 
understand the proposition. The only method to 
pursue is by education and by example.’ 


IGNORING A CoNTRACT.—About a year ago, 
the Boston Steamship Co. was awarded the 
contract fer the transportation of troops and 
supplies between the United States and Manila. 
It was won in at open competition against 
other lines by offering the government lower 
rates from Tacoma than were obtainable from 
San Francisco. 

To fufill the conditions of its contract, the 
steamships Shawmut and Tremont, were taken 
off their regular run, and at a great expense 
remodeled to accommodate the transportation 
of 1000 troops. y 

As yet the government has carefully avoided 
sending any troops under the terms of the 
contract. 

Tacoma is clamoring for the business which 
would come to the city, if the contract was 
enforced, and in all fairness it would seem that 
some consideration should be eree thesteamship 
line, whose owners have acted their part in good 
faith. San Francisco ‘‘pull’ is stronger than 
Tacoma’s. Wake up your senators, Tacoma. 

THE Bert SucarR Lospy.—The editor of the 
REVIEW, in a series of articles on the sugar 
question, appearing in the Manila American 
last month, called attention to the action taken 
by the Beet Sugar Association, to defeat tariff 
reduction in favor of the Philippine product. 

The last mail brought the report of the annual 
meeting of the Association which accentuates 
the statements made at that time. ; 

We now find that the American Protective 
Tariff League has joined issue with our op- 
ponents, and another strong campaign will be 
waged against our legitimate ciaim for recogni- 
tion during the next session of Congress. Mr. 
Truman G. Palmer, the Secretary of the Asso- 
ciation and head of the Washington lobby, 
openly declared that he was responsible for 


‘killing the bill reducing the tariff to 25 per 


cent of the Dingley rates. 

“The bill came into the Senate on next 
to the last day of the session, and I am frank 
to say that we killed it by filibustering. We 
held the Senate until after 2 o’clock in the 
morning, when the managers of the bill gave 
it up for that session, and it was dropped.”’ 

The Philippine sugar and tobacco interests 
must make up their minds to exert an effort in 
their own behaif, and assist Secretary Taft who 
is carrying the brunt of thecampaign. Theop- 
position admit that he is their most formidable 
antagonist. Mr. Wilbur Wakeman, the Presi- 
dent of the Protective League, speaking at the 
meeting, said: 

“T wonld not describe the present secretary 
of war, Mr. Taft, in any other way than asa 
great man, a patriotic man, anda philanthro- 
pist; but I want to say to yen, gentlemen, 
that his deep interest in the Philippines is 
such that I fear you will not only have to 
contend with the Cuban concession, bnt that 
within one year you will have to contend with 
a greater concession to the Filipinos."’ 

Only the strong coéperation of every interest 
in the Philippines will enabie the administration 
to secure the passage of the bill. Get together!

APPROVED WATER SYSTEM FOR MANILA, P. I. 


By J. F. CASE, Engineer in Charge

The present water supply of the city of Manila 
is due to the munificence and public spirit of 
Francisco Carriedo, who, dying in 1742, be- 
queathed to the Ayuntamiento of the city the 
sum of 10,000 pesos, which sum he directed 
should be conserved and invested until it 
amounted to sufficient to supply the inhabitants 
of the city with a good and sufficient supply of 
wholesome water. With this modest beginning 
the officials in charge of the fund so wisely 
invested it and so carefully guarded it that in 
125 years it had multiplied nearly twentyfold. 

In 1867 the work of making investigations 
and preparing plans for a system of water 
suppiy was entrusted to Don Genavyo Palacio, 
an eminent Spanish engineer, who, after a 
careful examination, decided upon the water of 
the Mariquina river as the best available supply, 
and who prepared plans for the building of the 
present system. 

Active construction was begun in 1578, and 
in July of 1882 a formal cpening of the Carriedo 
Water System was fittingly observed. The ori- 
ginal works have been amplified and extended 
from time to time, with the result that, thongh 


the per capita supply is small as compared to 
American cities, yet since beginning the oper- 
ation of the present system there has been no 
suffering on account of insnfficient water for 
the primary necessities of the inhabitants. The 
growth ef the city, however, had reached such 
a point that shortly after che American occn- 
pation the necessity of enlarging the water 
system became apparent, and drring the mili- 
tary government of the Islands, surveys and 
explorations were carried on by various mem- 
bers of the Corps of Engineers, United States 
Army. 

Upon proper representation to the Congress 
of the United States, an impetus was given to 
the increased water supply for the city by the 
authorization of a bond issue of not to exceed 
$4,600,000 for the purpose of supplying the city 
of Manila with a complete water and sewer 
system. 

Active work was begun in February of 1903, 
and careful examinations were made of the 
possible sources of supply. The wisdom of the 
selection of Don Genavo Palacio was evident, 
and extended surveys were thereu under- 
taken of the entire watershed of the Mariquina 
river.

The two principal objections to the present 

system are: first, the fact that the source of sup- 
ly is contaminated to a greater or less degree 
y approximately 25,000 inhabitants of several 

towns which lie on the banks of the stream 
above the present intake; and, second, the ex- 
pense of the pumpage of the water supply. 

On examination of the Mariquina river water- 
shed it was found, however, that at a point in 
the mountains above the centers of population, 
a snfficient supply could be obtained, which, 
stored and diverted by means of a masonry 
dam, wonid not only insure good and whole- 
some water, frec from human contamination, 
but also a supply that could be taken from sucin 
a height as to flow by gravity directly inte the 
reservoirs which supply the city. 

With this as a basis the plans for a new water 
supply have been prepared. They comprise in 
general the construction of a masoury dam 
about 300 feet long on a crest and some 60 feet 
high. Thest 2 obtained by this lam amounts 
to approximately 2,500,000,000 gallons. From 
the water will be carried to the re- 
Servoirs near the city by means of a conduit 
partially composed of a steel pipe 42 in- 


ches in diameter and partially of a masonry 


conduit in tunnel and open cut. The full 
capacity will be approximately 22,000,000 gal 
lons per 24 hours, and a imum capacity 
about 20,500,000 gailons, which is nearly three 
times the present supply. 

From the reservoirs the water will be distri- 
bated throngh the city by the usual means, 
utilizing the present distribution system but 
changing and extending it tomeet the demands

of the different districts both for domestic use 
and fire protection. The level of the reservoirs 
will be raised about 25 feet, thus giving suf- 
ficient pressure to insure delivery of water in 
the upper stories of the buildings even during 
the time of maximum draft. 

In February of the present year Mr. Desmond 
Fitzgerald, the eminent consulting engineer, 
arrived in Manila, retained by the city of Ma-

nila for the purpose of examining the plans 
prepared for the new water system and giving 
his opinion thereon. After an exhaustive in- 
quiry into the subject, examining fully into the 
questions of source of supply, quantity, guality, 
and the economic questions of construction, in 
April of the present year he gave his entire ap- 
proval to the project,

No estimate has here been made for right of 
way through private lands nor for the pur- 
chase of property rights within the watershed 
area. 

No estimate has been made of the cost of an 
additional pumping plant for comparison with 
a gravity system. This would require the 
necessary pumps and buildings, dam and intake, 
and about 4 miles of new force main, and in 
addition the establishment of an extensive filter 
plant. 

Excluding the cost of the reservoir, the cost 
for the upper dam site is $1,072,000 and for the 
lower dam site $1,210,000, leaving in the first 
instance $72,006 and in the second $210,000 as 
the economical surplus available for installing 
new pumps, force main, and filter beds. As 
these sums are plainly insufficient, the economy 
of the gravity system is clear. 


As to the time necessary for the installation: 
The preparation of detaii plans, specifications, 
and forms for preposals can be completed 
within three months; advertising, four months; 
preparations cf contractor, two months; actual 
construction, two years—a total of two years 
ten months, or, say, June 30, 1906, for the 
completion of the entire system. 


HIGH-PRESSURE FIRE SHKVICE, MANILA, 


The crowded condition of the shipping along 
the bay and river fronts demands a more 
efficient fire service than is furnished by the 
present system of post hydrants. itis not to be 
supposed that the fire service from the ordinary 
street mains can be neglected, but there should 
be a supplementary service of high pressure, 
supplied either by fire boats or by a cetitral 
high-pressure station, or by a combination of 
both. The districts most requiring protection 
are Intramuros, Binondo, and San Nicolas. The 
pressure in the mains at the present time, or 
which it may be possible to secure by any new 
construction, can not exceed an average during 
maximum draught, which occtrsin the morning 
between 6 and 12 o’clock, of 25.3 pounds. This 
pressure is quite inefficient to throw a strong 
stream to the height of a third floor. Even 
the location of larger maius in the streets can 
not serve for more than a temporary reservoir, 
which would be rapidly emptied in time of 
continued fire where many engines would be 
necessary. 


The needs of the service in Manila, with its 
low, quick-burning buildings and the liability 
of a rapid spread of flames, are large mains 
under a pressure of 125 pounds, numerous 
liydrants, and quick-acting pumps. The low 
construction will enable a long stream to be 
thrown and permit the fire to be fought from a 
considerable distance. The Pasig River forms 
a natural barrier to the operation of a high-

pressure system from a central station, and if 
Intramuros and the districts of Binondo and 
San Nicolas were protected in this way two 
stations would be required. 

Plans haye been prepared, indicating in a 
general manner the lines most needed for a fire 
service. From these plans it may be seen that 
three fire districts are provided, but that desig- 
nated as District No. 3 should be considered as

an auxiliary to District No. 2, from which pres- 
sure station it would secure its supply. 

It is assumed that four nozzles, delivering 175 
gallons of water per minute, will be required to 
cover District No. i, and that six nozzles deli- 
vering the same rate will suffice for Districts 
Nos. 2 and 3. In computing the boiler capacity 
provision has been made by providing for an 
increase of 50 per cent over that required by the

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FAR EASTERN RAILROADS 


BANGKOK ELECTRIC STREET RAILWAYS 
Bangkok, April rst. 
Much interest is being taken in the proposed 
new tramways which are te be undertaken by a 
new company called the Siamese Tramway 
Company, Limited, the chairman and promoter 
of which is H. R. H. Prince Naradhip, to whom 
a concession has been granted by the King. 
The Company’s capital is divided into 5,000 
shares of 100 ticals each, and 5,000 debentures of 
100 ticals each. One-tenth of the shares are 
held by Europeans and the rest by Siamese, 
2,000 being held by Prince Naradhip alone, The 
length of the new tramways will be 19 kilome- 
tres, and the trams will run in various direc- 
tions. The cost is estimated at 1,029,000 ticals, 
and the line is expected te be opened in January 
next, and there will be go cars for ordinary 
traffic and 10 for the special use of Royalty. 
Messrs. Orenstein & Koppel, Ltd., Berlin, 
have obtained the contract for all equipment, 
excluding bridges, sleepers, poles, buildings, 
and wood for cars; the Allgemeine Elektricitats 
Gesellschaft, Berlin, are to supply the electrical 
machinery and overhead construction, and 
Messrs. Howarth Erskine, Ltd., have the 
contract to supply 21 steel road bridges. 


GERMAN LOCOMOTIVES FOR JAPAN 


The constructional drawings for thirty power- 
fui locomotives, required for use on the Jap- 
anese Government railways, have been finally 
approved, the contract for the whole of the thirty 
engines being placed with German builders. 
Twelve of the locomotives are to be delivered by 
the Berlin Machine Company, whilst the con- 
tract for the remaining eighteen engines hasbeen 
equally divided between the Hanover Machine 
Company, of inden, and Messrs. Henschel & 
Son, of Cassel. The Bertin Machine Company's 
tender was £1995 per .ccomotive, the Hanover 
Machine Company's tender £1989 per locomo- 
tive, and £707 for the reserve boiler and wheels. 
The lowest Britis tender was £2008 per 
locomotive.

The latest thing in locomotion in Tientsin is 
a service of steam omnibuses. For some time 
these vehicles have been plying between the 
Viceroy’s Yamen and Tientsin native city sta- 
tion, and now an enterprising Chinaman is 
going to extend the route and take the "buses 
right through Tieatsin on a regular half-hourly 
service. If this goes on, China's roads will soon 
have to be improved. 


THE KOWLOON-CANTON RAILWAY

NEW RAILROAD IN AUSTRALIA 


A new railroad may shortly be started in West 
Australia, A survey is now being made by Gov- 
ernment for a line from Yeilowdine, near South- 
ern Cross, to Mt. Candan, Parker's Range, 
The mountain is called after a Frenchman, who 
pegged ont the property some years ago and 
tried to float a company in Adelaide, but, as 
railway facilities did not exist at the time, the 
proposition was notentertained. The property 
consists of an iron hill containing rich hematite 
and manganese. English capitalists have now 
taken itin hand. The control of the concern 
is in the hands of ‘‘Dynamite’’ Thomson, who 
first brought Nobel’s explosives to Australia 
thirty years ago. 


Coal is now being used on the Perak railway, 
as the firewood contractor has failed to keep up 
supplies. The firemen being unused to stoke 
coal, much extra work falls on the drivers. 


A railway concession is about to be granted to 
a certain power in Siam, says the Siam Free 
Press. The railway isto run from Chiengmai 
to Chieng Rai, through the South Shan States, 
to and connecting with the Burma system. 


HONGKONG STREET RAILWAY 


As to the tramways in Hongkong the Daily 
Press says:— 

“In a very little while the new tramways will 
begin running. At the depot at Bowrington 
Canal great activity is being shown-in the prep- 
aration of the plant. Many of the cars have 
been constructed. They are very handsonie car- 
riages—roomy, wel! lighted and ventilated. 


From a recent issue of the China Times we 
learn that the new branch line of the Imperial 
Railways of North China, running from Kao- 
pantzo northward to Hsinmintun, some 40 miles 
N. W. of Moukden, has been at last completed. 


During the coming year 1g04-5, the Govern- 
ment of India propose to raise a rupee loan of 
three crores of rupees, for expenditure on rail- 
way irrigation works. They reserve to them- 
selves full liberty to vary the amount now an- 
nounced to any extent that may be considered 
desirable. 


MALAY STATES RAILWAYS 


THE REPORT FOR 1903. 

The departmental report of the Federated 
Malay States Railways for 1903 has been issued, 

The first steps looking to the fusion of the 
Perak and Selangor systems were taken in the 
early part of 1903, and it became an accomplish- 
ed fact on the 15th August with the epening of 
through communication from Penang to Se- 
remban via Taiping and Kuala Lumpur. Ail 
railway revenue and expenditure appear in the 
Federal Estimates for last year for the first time. 
It has therefore been possible to present a re- 
port for the whole of the F. M. S. Railways as 
one complete concern. 

The construction staff of the F. M.S. Rail- 
ways have every reason to be satisfied with the 
work done during the year. The number of 
miles open at the beginning of the year was 
274; and by the 15th August the open mileage 
had risen to 339 miles. This increase of 65 
miles included the completion of four tunnels, 
two of them major ones, heavy cuttings and 


the raising of high embankments on treacher- 
ous soil. These all have been accomplished 
with marvellous rapidity under most dificult 
circumstances, andthe work done isa record one 
of which the engineering staffof any railway 
system in the world might be proud. 

At the close of the year the capital expendi- 
ture on the whole system had risen to upwards 
of 31 millions which represents an increase of 
$8,325,841 expended on construction during 
1903. The dividend earned on this capital was 
$1,881,685.11, equal to 6.06 per cent., as com- 
pared with 5.88 per cent. for 1901-02 on a capi- 
tal of $22,734,116. The average capital outlay 
per mile of line open was $91,365, against $82,- 
$22, at the close of 1902; the increase is chiefly 
accounted for by the high cost of the pass sec- 
tion between Taiping and Padang Rengas. The 
earnings per mile of line open per week and the 
net earnings per train mile were $208.47 and 
$1.73, respectively, being the highest amounts 
earned during the last ten years. The above 
eminently satisfactory figures are all the more 
encouraging seeing that they were attained in 
the face of a depreciated currency. 

Insufficiency in the rolling stock is a dis- 
advantage under which the F. M. 5S. R. is 
laboring in common with many other young 
and go-ahead lines. Nine bogie coaches and 
ror goods vehicles were completed during the 
year, but with a daily expanding line the total 
available is still very short of actual require- 
ments, and it is only by keeping the coaches 
and vehicles on the road longer than they 
should be that it has been possible to deal with 
the traffic. 

Tue following remarks of the Géneral Man- 
ager will nodoubt be read with interest:-—‘‘Asa 
result of opening through from Penang to Ser- 
emban, passengers from Kinta to Penang and 
vice versa travel by railway throughout; this 
service is very popular, There is also a consi- 
derabie pig and poultry traffic from Penang to 
Kinta, which formerly went via Teluk Anson, 
and latterly there have been heavy consign- 
ments of horned cattle from Province Wellesley 
to Kinta that formerly were driven. It became 
possible to considerably reduce rates of goods 
traffic carried for distances of too miles and 
over; these have enabled the railway to secure 
large consignment of mining machinery, port- 
able engines, pipes, etc., from Penang tostatious 
in Kinta and Selangor, this traffic, which is dis- 
charged into lighters from ocean-going steamers 
in Penang Harbor, then taken to Prai and 
there loaded direct into trucks for destination, 
pays well and also suits the consignee who gets 
his goods earlier, cheaper, and with less hand- 
ling than was formerly the case.—/erak Pio- 
neer. 


THE SHANGHAI-NANKING RAILROAD 


Soochow, May roth. 


This road, which isto run via Soochow, con- 
tinues to receive much attention from several sur- 
veyors, but so far as we can learn nothing has 
been done towards the actual making of the 
road. We hear that the road will be completed 
in a year anda half. The distance by rail be- 
tween here and Shanghai is to be only 53 miles. 
There are several parties engaged in surveying 
near Soochow, and we understand one party is 
at work on the Soochow-Hangchow tine.— 
Shanghai Mercury. 


TAL YUEN-HANKOW RAILWAY 


An American merchant has applied from the 
Wai Wu Po for permission to build the Tai Yuen 
Hankow railway with a capital of Ts. 40,000,000 
which have already been subscribed, definite 
arrangements having been made with the Gov- 
ernor of Shensi as regards the railway. As pro- 
posed, the road will run from Tai Yuen-fu, 
Shensi, passing Shensi, through Tung Kwan, 
and on to Hankow. The Wai Wu Po have not 
yet given any reply. 


The North Borneo Railwzy is 110 miles long, 
meter gauge, and two lots of debentures have 
been successfully floated for its extension: 
£200,000 at 5 per cent. 
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A CHINESE RAILWAY PROMOTER 


Hongkong papers report that a Chinese ‘mer- 
chant of Singapore, Taotai Chang Hsinnan, has 
been granted the concession of the construction 
of a railway from Swatow to Tauchow. It is 
said that the capital, which is to be Chinese, 
amounts to TIs. 2,500,00c which have been sub- 
scribed by merchants in Singapore and Hong- 
kong. This, it is understood, is Chang Cheng 
Hsun who was for several years consul for China 
here about 1897. He was one of the directors of 
the Canton-Hankow railway, and was a trader 
here for many years hesides being Captain China 
in one of the Dutch towns. He is a keen business 
man and is at the present time financially in- 
terested in many flourishing businesses in Sin- 
gapore and the Straits. He has been recently 
travelling through the Native States and the 
Settlements, and is at the present time under- 
stood to be in Rhio. 


THE SHANGHAI-HUNAN RAILWAY 


The Universal Gazette learns that the origit™ 
nal scheme of the Belgian railroad merchants 
was to construct a line of railway from Shang- 
hai to Canton where it would join the Can- 
ton-Hankow Railway, but in time their en- 
gineers fonnd that Fukien and Chckiang, 
through which the proposed line had to pass, 
were sO mountainous that extraordinary labor 
and capital would be required to carry out 
their scheme. Therefore they finally gave 
the idea up and turned their attention to the 
northern section of the Canton-Hankow Rail- 
way, butas the right to construct this section 
had been acquired by others, the Belgians had 
likewise to give up the idea. They then at last 
hit upon the scheme of the Shanghai-Hunan 
Railway which was to come intocontact with the 
Canton-Hankow Railway in Hunan Province. 
They proposed to build this line from Shang- 
hai to Hangchow, and then, by way of Chang- 
shan, of Chuchou, of Hangchow, to Yushan of 
Kiangsi, then by way of Nanchang, the provin- 
' cial city of Kiangsi, to Changsha of Hunan, 
consequently the line will pass through the 
four provinces of Kiangsu, Chekiang, Kiangsi, 
and Hunan, where it would cut through the 
branch line of the Canton-Hankow Railway. 
The Belgians proposed further to compete for 
the privilege of constructing this branch line so 
as to share its profits with the Americans. Now 
this whole scheme was taken up by the Belgians 
before the Boxer disturbance, but it was not till 
last winter that it assumed any definite shape. 
At that time, a Hunan merchant, a Fukien 
merchant, two Chekiang merchants, and some 
Belgian merchantsin Shanghai, got hold ofthis 
idea together, and it was proposed that the Bel- 
gians were to go to Peking and ask the repre- 
sentative of a certain power (the Belgian Minis- 
ter?) to obtain on their behalf this conces- 
sion from the Chinese Government, while the 
Chinese originators were to proceed to Peking 
to work the scheme to a success ‘through in- 
fluential officials. They promised the Em- 
press-Dowager throngh a certain Imperial clan- 
sman that the Belgians proposed to prospect 
for a capital of Tls. 3,000,000 to buiid this line, 
and the latter would present out of this Tis. 
1,000,000 to her as a royalty, as soon as she had 
given consent, the amount to be immediately 
deposited with the Russo-Chinese Bank at Pe- 
king. It was understood that the originators 
would get Tls. 300,000 as their reward for carry- 
ing out the scheme toa success and the four 
Chinese originators would also get appointed to 
lucrative and influential posts on the railway 
when it has been completed during construc- 
tion. The whole scheme has been carried out 
most secretly, but it is said that its success is 
now assured. After a decree sanctioning the 
right to the Belgians has been promulgated, 
they will immediately proceed to Belgium to 
prospect for capital. If the Chinese wanted a 
certain number of shares, they could purchase 
them in advance now and the shares could be 
retained for them, but not otherwise. 


CHINA RAILWAYS 


The number of railways at present in actual 
operation in China is limited, but their useful- 
ness and their mighty power of development is 
not limited. Within a few years, the Lu Han 
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route from Peking to the Yangtsze River at 
Hankow will be opened thronghont, with results 
that no one can safely predict. The German 
line from Kiaochar to Tsin-nan-fu, the capital 
of the Province of Shantung, was completed and 
opened for traffic recently, and there is reason 
to believe that its extension will be proceeded 
with at an early date. Its traffic is certain to 
be enormous, and the economy, as compared 
with previous methods of carriage, is obvious to 
themost prejudicedand stolid Chinese. The open- 
ing on 15th November of the first short section 
of the Canton-Samshui line, which is to be con- 
nected with the great route from Canton to the 
Yangtsze, has made a substantial impression 
upon the shrewd Cantonese. The trunk line 
from Tientsin to the Yangtsze, in some respects 
the most important and the most promising of 
all, is likely to be begun soon. A road nearly 
too miles long in northern Honan is about to 
bring vast minerai deposits, hitherto locked up 
in the mountains, to the markets of the world, 
which probably has nowhere any finer anthra- 
cite coal than is there worked. It must be rg- 
membered, in forecasting the importance of t 

connection between Chinese railways and Chi- 
nese mines, that Baron Richtofen, the leading 
geological authority on China, estimated that the 
supplies of Chinese coal would suffice: for the 
whole world’s use during two thousand years. 
—Straits Times. : ; 


“THE ROAD TO MANDALAY" 


In addition to the railway programme sanc- 
tioned for Burma, the Lieutenant-Governor, 
Sir Hugh Barnes, has now suggested to the Gov- 
ernment of India the immediate construction 
ofa Southern Shan States railway. It would 
be a narrow gauge line from the Mandalay rail- 
way to Tannggyi, a distance of 112 miles, costing 
68 lakhs ( £453,333). The line would open up a 
fertile region snitabie for European planting 
and mining enterprise. The project is warmly 
supported by the mercantile community at 
Rangeon. 


TROLLEY CAR SAFEGUARDS 


The Calcutta Corporation entered into nego- 
tiation with the Tramways Company, with the 
result that experiments were carried out with a 
contrivance fitted to a motor-car which should 
beeffectual in preventing accidentsto passengers, 
In front of the car was fixed a fender geared by 
trigger to the level of the platform or catcher, 
which, immediately on the fender being struck 
dropped to the ground and picked up anything 
between the rails at the rear of the car; on the 
side at which passengers enter was fixed a stout 
iron guard, making a small angle outwards. 
This will effectually throw forward from the 
rails any person who has failed to get into the 
car while in motion. The experiments were 
carried out with the aid of dummies, and are 
regarded as quite successful. 


CLAIM AGAINST SEOUL-WIJU RAILWAY 


A Seoul telegram states thata claim for 900,000 
yen (£90,000) has been made by the French 
Chargé d@’ Affaires here, for payment of materials 
ordered from France for use on the Seoul-Wiju 
railway. concerning which the Paris corre- 
spondent of The 7imes writes:— 

“The French syndicate, which included the 
well-known company Fives Lille, obtained a 
concession for the construction of a railway. 
Withont, however, making any formal protest 
against what the Japanese are doing, the French 
syndicate might be legitimately entitled to make 
certain reservations as to their intention of 
claiming the execution of their convention with 
the Kerean Government after the close of hos- 
tilities. As this would not in any way be direct- 
ed against the Japanese authorities, it is not 
probable that they would take exception to it. 
The statement that a claim for indemnity has 
been made meets with s: icist in Paris. When 
some months ago, shortly before the war, the 
French Minister in Seoul camehomeon leavein 
consequence of failing health, M. Deicassé sent 
to Korea as Chargé d’ Affaires one of the most 
distinguished of the junior members of the 
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French diplomatic service, the Vicomte de Fon- 
tenay, wke occupied at the time an important 
position at the Ministry for Foreign Affairs. 
He was selecied because M. Deleassé had ab- 
solute confidence in bis sound jadgment and 
varied experience in diplomacy.’’ 


MANCHURIAN RAILWAY 


A Russian paper gives the following brief 
data concerning the operations of the Manchur- 
ian Railway from Jan. 1 to Dec. 31 last year. 
The number of passengers carried was 1,620,000, 
the greatest number for any single month being 
186,00c, in September last, when the military 
concentration in the Russo-Chinese Province 
assumed large dimensions. Altogether 239,000 
passengers were forwarded to Harbin. Merchan- 
dise carried over the line amounted to 281,613 
tons, 83,710 tons being grain, 28,854 tons man- 
ufactured goods atid 29,111 tons tea. The gross 
revenue was 10,907,000 roubles (41,150,000), 
showing an increase of 55 per cent. on the pre- 
vious year; the yet profit is not stated.—/. 
and C. Express. 


The railway revenue of New Zealand for the

MACAO-CANTON RAILWAY 


The South China Morning Post announces 
that an American-Chinese Syndicate has ob- 
tained a concession granted by the Macao au- 
thorities to construct a railway from Macao to 
Canton. 

The Fosé thinks that if the Americans 
decide to dredge Macao or secure an adjacent 
harbor, it will threaten the supremacy of 
Hongkong, and urges that immediate action he 
taken with regard to the Kowloon line. 

The head of the syndicate has departed to 
America to secure capital and arrange for the 
construction. 


TRANS-FORMOSAN RAILWAY 


Railway work is now progressing satisfactorily 
in Formosa. The line from Keeling to Sansaka 
has already been opened to traffic, and is ex- 
pected te be extended as far as the north bank 
of Daian river in the course of this year, at a 
cost of 600,000 yen. On the southern séction, 


the line already laid down between Takao and ~ 


Toroku will be brought as far as the south bank 
of Shokusui river at a cost of 1,400,000 yen. This 
‘will also be completed by the end of March 
next. The trans-Formosan Railway will then 
be opened to traffic toa length of about 210 miles 
out of the whole line of 246 miles. Work on the 
small section between Daian and Shokusui, 36 
iniles in length, will however be suspended 
until the next fiscal year.

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PROPOSED CHINESE RAILWAY 

The Zokyo Asahi’s Shanghai correspondent 
reports that a Belgian syndicate, in co-operation 
with influential merchants in Hu-nan, Fukier 
and Che-kiang Provinces, contemplates the 
construction of a railway from Shanghai to 
Chang-sha (Hunan), through Hangchow end 
Kuchow (Che-kiang) and Yuhshan and Nan- 
chang (Kiangsi), connecting the line with the 
Hankow-Canton Railway. At the beginning 
of this year, the Belgians, after consultation 
with the above Chinese, proceeded to Peking 
and asked the Empress Dowager throngh a cer- 
tain Prince of the Blood for permission to build 
the proposed railway line, offering, if per- 
mission were granted, to present the Imperial 
Court with a sum of 300,000 taels out of the 
capital 30,000,000 taels, It is said, the corres- 
pondent adds, that the concession will probably 
be granted. 


JOHORE RAILWAY 


All transactions, we hear (says the Ceylon 
Observer), bave been completed for the con- 
struction of a railway through the interior of 
Johore, and it is now only a matter of time 
before this big work is taken in hand—there 
being only a few details to settle. To get to 
Johore, train has to be taken at Singapore 
for a distance of 14 miles, and then a ferry has 
to be crossed, and after weary travelling Johore 
is reached. The present proposal is to join 
the Federated Malay States and to construct a 
railway through the Peninsula, the distance 
being 130 miles. The railway will run from 
Johore to the boundary of Negri Sembilan. The 
British, it appears, are very keen on the con- 
struction of this railway and want it made as 
quickly as possible. 

HONGKONG, May 30.—The Fatshan-Samshui 
section of the Canton Railway is to be opened 
on Wednesday next, the Ist prox. 


SHANGHAI, May 19—The first train with 
the locomotive “Rosendahl” arrived at the 
west station at Chinanfu, the terminus of the 
Shangtung Railway, on the r5th inst. 


SIAMESE STATE RAILWAYS 


New York, April 25.—Hamilten King, the 
United States Minister te Siam, reports to the 
State Department that he is forwarding to 
Washington tenflers and specifications for a 
large supply of rolling stock for the Siamese 
State railways. This covers an order for 187 
ears of different kinds and a large number of 
separate parts, such as brakes and wheeis. It 
is expected that thisorder wili be followed soon 
by a larger one for locomotivesand iron bridges. 
The Minister has made earnest efforts to have 
bids for the railroad material opened to the 
world, Formerly most of these supplies were 
purchased only from one or two European 
countries. It is largely due to the efforts of the 
American Minister that the principle of open 
bids in all Departments of the Government has 
been established in Siam. The Minister, how- 
ever, says that there appears in many instances 
to be no adequate response to the efforts to 
obtain foreign markets. 


THE CANTON-FATSHAN RAILWAY 


This small railway (which in a way runs 
from Nowhere to Nowhere, the Canton terminus 
being at a place called Shekwaitong, near Fati, 
and the Fatshan end about a mile from that 
city) is evidently paying hand over fist. The 
two ferry boats (recently bought from the Star 
Ferry Co., Ld., of Hongkong) which piy 
between Shekwaitong aud the new wharf of the 
Railway Co., just below the Hongkong, Can- 
ton, and Macao Steamboat Co.’s Wharf, are 
always crowded with passengers, in spite of 
the fact that the railway cars are still worse 
tian cattie trucks. J hear that the new rolling 
plant is now on its way out and some will soon 
bein use. The track is being improved by de- 
grees as ballast is obtainable. The other little 
railway toSainam, which is to be run in connec- 
tion with this, is now being pushed on. It 
commiences on the opposite side of the river 
further west, and the route is being cleared. 


SHANGHAI-NANKING RAILWAY 


H. E. Sheng Kung-pao, accompanied by 
Taotai Chu Pao-fay, co director of the Hu- 
Ning Railway (Shanghai-Nanking Railway), 
arrived at Nanking on Thursday morning, the 
19th inst., his object being, it is said, to consult 
with Viceroy Wei Kuang-tao with reference to 
the completion of a foreign loan of £2,000,000 
made by the Railway Company for the imme- 
diate construction of thefirst section of the line, 
that is to say, from Shanghai to Soochow. In 
connection with this it may be noted that the 
further surveying has not been proceeded with 
for the nonce. 


TIENTSIN-CHINKIANG RAILWAY 


It is stated in a jetter from Peking that the 
survey of the Tientsin-Chinkiang railway line, 
which will be divided into four sections, has 
been completed. Germany now intends to build 
a separate railway branch from Chinanfu to 
Chingtingfu, and another branch from Tientsin, 
passing Techou to the south of Chiyuan, thus 
forming a connecting link with the terminus of 
the British Chinkiang railway. If ever this is 
completed it would be like another branch add- 
ed ont of the original agreement. Governor 
Chon Fu of Shantung has had repeated tele- 
graphic communications with the Wai Wu Pu 
on the subject, but as yet no conclusion has 
been arrived at.—Sin Wan Po. 


SWATOW-CHAOCHOWFL R.R. 


HONGKONG, May 29.—Railways in Southern 
China are pushingahead, the latest scheme being 
for a line of rails from Swatow to the city of 
Chaochowfu, the seat of the local government, 
some thirty miles above the month of the river 
Han. It is matter of common knowledge that 
certain European firms iu Hongkong, interested 
in the coastal trade, have been negotiating with 
a view to securingan interest in the concession, 
which has now been acquired by a Chinese 
syndicate with Mr. Cheong Hsin-Hin as chair- 
man and general manager. So confident is the 
syndicate of success that no difficulty is antici- 
pated regarding the floating of the capital neces- 
sary “r the enterprise.—S. C. Morning Post. 


MACAO-CANTON R. R. 


HONGKONG, May 30.—Recently we published 
an article on the projected railway from Macao 
to Canton, and pointed out that if the conces- 
sionnaires constructed the line promptly, and 
obtainedadeep-watertermious,therail way would 
seriously menace Hongkong asa rivalin its 
seagoing and its river trade. We stated that 
the concession was now in the possession of a 
Chinese gentleman, who was an American sub- 
ject and who had recently lett for the United 
States on the business of his syndicate. We 
have taken pains to try to verify this informa- 
tion, and we have succeeded in doing so. The 
concession was actually obtained by a leading 
Chinese resident of Macao, who was formerly a 
councillor in Honoluin, and who is still largely 
interested in industrial undertakings in that 
colony. There are less than twenty individuals 
in the syndicate, and it is instructive to note 
that although Senhor A. C. Branco, the special 
Portuguese Minister, came from Europe to ne- 
gotiate the concession with the Chinese Gov- 
ernment, the Portuguese hold but two shares 
in the syndicate, and these they are reported 
as having been trying to dispose of. The pro- 
jected railway will run from Macao through the 
wealthy and populous district of Heungsian to 
Canton, there joining the grand trunk tine to 
Hankow and Peking, now under construction. 
It is the intention.of the concessionnaires to take 
the southern terminus beyond Macao to a suit- 
able place with a deep-water frontage, so that a 
new port with easy approaches can be create. 
An agent of the syndicate left by the last 
Empress steamer for Shanghai to sign the final 
contract with Sheng Tajen, the director-in-chief 
of Chinese railways, whose province it is to 
make railway concessious throughout the Em- 
pire. It will be seen that beyond their price 
for securing the concession, Portuguese in- 
terests in the concern are very small.—S. C. 
Morning Post. 


THE KOWLOON-CANTCN RAILWAY 


With some of the remarks of the Simgapore 
Free Press recently on the question of the 
Kowloon-Canton Railway we are most thor- 
onghly in accord We do not know much about 
the Crown Agents in this particnlar, and do not 
yearn to know anything by experieuce. If the 
British Imperial Government, or the Colonial 
Govertiment, by permission of Downing Strect, 
undertook to make the Railway, they would no 
doubt call for tenders and not resort to the 
Crown Agents, who fulfil a nseful office in their 
way, of course, but should not be made inter- 
mediaries in such a matter as the construction 
of a State railway. But with the following sen- 
tences from our Straits contemporary our read- 
ers will, we are sure, allagree:—“Sir Matthew 
“Nathan is uot only a high authority on 
“defence, but as a Royal Engineer, as having 
“served in the Soudan, and governed the Gold 
“Coast, he knows well the vaine of improving 
“rapid communication with the great back 
‘country of China. Let Hongkong take a leaf 
“ont of the book of Russian thorough railway 
‘policy, and at any cost see the line con- 
“structed out of hand—a donble line, too, to 
“begin with. If the harvest is to be reaped, 
“there should not be a moment lost in getting 
“the seed put into the ground.’’ No time 
should be lost indeed, but for other and still 
stronger reasons than those named above. Five 
and a half years have already been lost, and 
with it a large slice of the prestige Great 
Britain enjoyed in the Far East formerly as 
being foremost in every great work and enter- 
prise. Not only so, but her great commercial 
outpost in Eastern Asia is daily running the 
risk of finding a rival in the China seas wherein 
she has been for more than half a century pre- 
eminent as the distributing centre for the trade 
of South China. 

It is to be hoped that the efforts being made 
by the local branch of the China Association 
and by the Hongkong Chamber of Commierce 


will bear good fruit before long. We want to 4 


see the reproach wiped off British enterprise 
that it is a laggard in the race for concessions 
for railways; we want to see railways in China 
which have been constructed by British capital 
and built with British materials. We want 
above all things to see the New Territory opened 
up to trade, and communication by rail between 
Kowloon and Canton established, and frota 
thence to Hankow and Peking. We want to 
see Kowloon constituted at once and effectively 
the seaward terminus of ’China’s great main 
railway, which will traverse it from the capital 
to the City of Rams, and thence to the sea. It 
is especially ours to see that the final section is 
constructed by British capital and laid by Bri- 
ish engineers, and that the work does not drift 
ont of our hands. Other nations are not only 
eager to secure concessions for making railways 
in China, butalso swift to carry them into effect. 
The Russians, the Germans, the Belgians, the 
French, and the Americans are all engaged in 
the work, and other concessions are being ap- 
plied for. Only the other day we announced 
that a railway was being projected from Macao 
to Canton, and that Chinese capital was freely 
forthcoming for the enterprise. We now learn 
that a concession has been applied for, or grant- 
ed—we are not sure which—to lay a railway 
from the City of Chaochow-fu to Swatow, thirty- 
five miles in length, a line that cannot well fail 
to pay, for traffic is great between the two places. 
This line should, by good rights, have been 
placed in British hands, for British interests 
greatly predominate at Swatow, but we believe 
it is in the possession of some foreign syndicate. 
No one can blame other Powers if they are more 
enterprising and secure the prize first, but it is 
to be deplored that Great Britain, which was 
the pioneer in epening up China to foreign 
trade, and which has always possessed so pre- 
ponderating a share of that trade, should allow 
herself to be left so hopelessly in the rear in 
the matter of railway enterprise. The marvel 
is that foreign capital and enterprise have not 
been allowed to construct the tramways in the 
city of Victoria. It took twenty years to tal* 
about them, but they have at last been laid, and 
laid so long before being brought into use that 
the track is being worn away before the cars 
commence running. K. Daily Press. 
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MODERN RICE CULTURE 
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MODERN METHODS IN RICE CULTURE, 


The cultivation of rice in the Philippines is 
in many respects similar to that practiced in 
China, Japan, India, and other oriental coun- 
tries. The consumption greatly exceeds the 
production, notwithstanding the fact that there 
are extensive areas distributed throughout the 
Archipelago which are admirably adapted to 
the growiag of rice. Indeed, the natural condi- 
tions for the production of this crop are so 
favorable that it would not be surprising to see 
the Philippines become, within the next ten 
years, one of the leading rice-producing coun- 
tries of the world. 

It has been stated that no obstacles exist to 
the introduction of a hew system of rice culture 
in this country. We may go further and say 
that it is absolutely necessary that it should be 
done. Ever since the occupation of these Is- 
lands by the American Army four years ago, 
the price of labor has steadily increased, and as 
American customs are gradually introduced we 
may look forward to a further advance. It is 
needless to say that every industry will be pro- 
foundly affected by this, and the rice industry 
wiil be one of the first to feel its influence, for 
it is a crop which must be grown cheaply in 
order to be profitable. To pursue the same 
system of cultivation as in China, however, and 
to have to pay three and four times as much for 
labor is out of the question. Hence, the rice 
farmer will have to adapt himself to the new 
condition if he wishes to compete successfully 
with foreign rice. In concluding these preli- 


minary remarks, a few words might be said 
with advantage in regard to cheap labor and 
labor-saving machinery. Cheap labor is by no 
means the cheapest article on the market. In 
support of this statement the following figures 
are submitted: The labor of a Filipino in the 
rice fields of the Philippines has been estimated 
at $20 gold and board per annum. The amount 
of land which he can cultivate is 2% acres, 
yielding 1,500 pounds of paddy. In Texas or 
Louisiana, on tbe other hand, a laborer receives 
$200 gold and board, but he cultivates 80 acres 
of land, and the cultivation is so superior that 
with irrigation water alone he produces 160,000 
pounds of paddy. In short he receives ten 
times the wages, but he produces one hundred 
times more rice than the Filipino laborer. 

It is not claimed that such results can be 
obtained in the Philippines. This isa question 
which can only be definitely settled in the field, 
and as soon as possible practical work will be 
undertaken to determine exactly to what ex- 
tent local conditions may modify the results 
obtained in Louisiana and Texas. 


SOILS SUITABLE FOR RICE GROWING. 


Any fairly fertile soi! that has sufficient clay 
to retain the moisture will grow rice. Generally 
speaking, lands which will produce cane, cot- 
ton, and corn will produce rice, and, where a 
system or rotation is followed in the cultivation 
of these crops, rice can be made a part of the 
system with advantage. It does not follow, 
however, that cotton, cane, or corn will grow 
well where rice will thrive. On the contrary, 


the best rice lands are those which have an im- 
pervious substratum of clay, and, ordinarily d 
such lands are not very well adapted to sugar, 
corn, and cotton culture. 


In selecting a site for a rice farm—we shall 
speak of lowland rice only for the present—roll- 
ing lands should be avoided, as it is impossible 
to flood such lands economically. The greatest 
expense in the cultivation of rice is the cone 
connected with the construction of levees, and 
the amount of leveeing dependsaltogether upon 
the topography of the country. Perfectly level 
land presents ideal ccnditions for rice culture, 
because the ‘“‘cuts’’ may be made as extensive 
as one may desire, the limit being the amount- 
Sowa can be planted in two or three days. A 
larger field would be impracticable, because the 
rice would not all germinate at the same time. 
The advantages of large cuts over small ones 
can not be exaggerated. Not only is the ex- 
pense of leveeing very much reduced, but the 
amount of unoccupied land is not so great, and 
there is not so much likelihood of the fields be- 
coming infested with weeds, as these levees are 
veritable weed nurseries. Furthermore, if the 
nature of the soil permits, twine binders can be 
more profitably employed than in small cuts. 

When the land slopes, on the other hand, the 
size of cuts depends altogether upon the grade. 
Rice will not thrive well in more than 8 or 10 
inches of water, and if the land nas a slope of, 
let us say, 3 inches to the acre, it wili be neces- 
sary to construct the levees every 2 acres, since 
4 inches of water on the eleyated end of the 
field will fiood the rice to a depth of 16 inches 
at the lowerend. Therefore, the more the land 
slopes the nearer the levees have to be, and 
finally a limit is reached when gang plows and 
other impiementscan not be used, as every turn 
at the end of the cut represents a loss of time 
and money. 

There are two other factors which shonld be 
considered in selecting a site for a rice farm, 
and these are irrigation and drainage. No one 
can undertake the cultivation of rice and afford 
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to ignore them, and they are of such primary 
importance that they will be discussed under a 
separate heading. 


PREPARATION OF THE SOIL. 


The breaking of the land should begin as 
long before planting as possible, for, inasmuch 
as water remains on the soil during the whole 
period of growth of the rice crop, the micro- 
organisms which are responsible for nitrification 
whereby soluble nitrates are provided for the 
plant remain dormant, if they be not totally 
destroyed for lack of oxygen, and for this rea- 
son the land should be plowed as soon as possi-

ble after the first crop is gathered, in order to 
give the soil a thorough airing. 

The breaking up of the soil can be effected 
with any ordinary steel plow, but where it is 
desired to grow rice on a large scale gang plows 
are more economical. Thereare different makes 
of these implements, but they are all constructed 
on the same principle and consist essentially of 
a broad plow or a number of smaller ones hung 
on a frame and wheels. With one of these and 
three or four mules a man can do five and six 
times the work in one day that he could do 
with an ordinary plow, and three gang plows 
are all that are needed to plow up a 500-acre 
farm, 


ROAD SCRAPER AT WORK. 


The depth to which the soil should be 
plowed depends upon local conditions, and no 
general rnile can be given that would be appli- 
cable to every case. For some soils, plowing 
5 or 6 inches deep gives the best results, 
whereas, in other cases, 3 Or 4 inches are 
reported to give as satisfactory crops as deep 
plowing. In ail old rice fields, however, the 
probabilities are that an artificial hardpan 
exists as a result of the shallow plowing 
which is practiced, and in such cases the land 
should be plowed deeply the first year, so 
as to permit of better under drainage, and in 
order that the roots of the plant may penetrate 
the soi] more deeply in quest of foot. 


After the land is broken up 
it should be pulverized with 
a disk chopper and smooth- 
ing harrow to prevent the 
land from baking and to 
put it in such a condition 
that it will retain moisture. 
If the land is not too heavy 
the disk chopper will! not be 
necessary, any heavy harrow 
being sufficient. 


PLANTING. 


There are two ways in 
which rice may be planted. 
It may either be sown broad- 
cast, or it may be planted 
with » drill. Roth methods 


are extensively used, but the 
best authorities advocate the 
use ofthe drill. Rice planted 
with the drill, it is claimed, 
will germinate more uni- 
formly, and this is an impor- 
tant point in the cultivation 
of rice. Besides, when the 
land is grassy it is an easy 
matter to hoe and weed the 
rice if it has been drilled, 
whereas, if it were sown broadcast, the oper- 
ations would be very much more difficult. 

The seed may be sown to the depth of 2 
inches in May and june, and at the rate of 2 
bushels to the acre. When the soil is very dry 
a roller should be dragged over the field so as 
to compact the ground, thereby increasing the 
capillary power of the soil and thus causing 
moisture to rise from below. Should water be 
available, however, a better plan is to apply 
a sufficient quantity of it to saturate the soli 
and to pass a light harrow over the field as 
soon as it is sufficiently dry. 


DRAINAGE. 


Although rice is a water plant, good drainage 
is as essential in its cultivation as it is in that 
of any other crop: If the land will not admit 
of thorough drainage, it will be impossible to 
prepare the ground properly, and in couse- 
quence the stand will be poor and the yield 
of the crop very much diminished. It is gen- 
erally believed, too, that when rice approaches 
maturity the water should be withdrawn from 
the land so as to permit of the formation of a 
good heavy head. Rice can unquestionably 
ripen in water, but the character of the seed 
is very mach affected for the worse thereby, 
and in milling such a crop it will not give 
as good an article of commerce as it wonld have 
given if the water had been withdrawn at the 
proper time. ‘ 

It is in the harvesting of the crop, however, 
that drainage is mostimportant. It matters not 
whether the rice is harvested with a reaper and 
binder or a sickle, the field should be dry, so 
as to permit of the shocking of the rice in the 
field where it falis. So far as shockiug rice in 
mud and water is concerned, that is absolutely 
out of the question, and to have to carry it 
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to the levees, as is now done, is too slow and 
expensive a process. a 


IRRIGATION. 


Of equal importance with drainage is the 
subject of irrigation. Unfortunately, the con- 
ditions are so favorable for the growth of 
rice during the rainy season that very little has 
been done io utilize the water supplied by the 
large number of streams which traverse the 
country in every direction. Usually the rain 
water is sufficient to-mature one crop, and the 
river water, which contains a large amount of 
silt and soluble plant food, has-been permitted 
to flow uninterrupted to the sea. 

In the Philippines, where the yield of rice 
per acre is in the neigborBcod of 600 pounds, 
lands have been made to produce 2,c00 pounds 
with the help of irrigation. 5 

We need not geo far to find the reason for this. 
It isa well-recognized fact that no matter how 


rich in plant food a soil may be; the plant, * 


unaided, can not assimilate any of it. 
wise provision of nature most of the plant food 
in the soil is stored in the form of insoluble 
compounds, and as such they can not be leached 
out by rain water. Before the rootlets of the 
plant can absorb this plant food it is necessary 
that it should be in soluble form, and this chem- 
ical operation is performed mostly by low 
forms of plant life, commonly known as bac- 
teria. As was noted above, however, these 
special bacteria will thrive only in the presence 
of oxygen, and as rice lands are under water for 
a great part of the time the work of the bacteria 
is suspended. and consequently the supply of 
soluble food in the soil ceases to increase under 
these conditions, and, unless the young plant is 
supplied with food from some other source, it 
can not be expected to reach perfection. 
Irrigation supplies this extraneous food, and 
although theremay 
be but little fertil- 
izers in the water, 
such an immense 
quantity of water is 
evaporated during 
the growth of the 
rice that a large 
amonuntofnitrogen, 
phosphoric acid, 
and potash are giv- 
en up to the plant. 
Another reason 
why irrigation 
should beem ployed 
in preferencetorain 
water is because its 
temperature more 
nearly approaches 
that of the ground 
than does the tem- 
perature of rain 
water, and this isa

point recognized to be of a good deal of im- 
portance. 

Finally, by means of irrigation water two 
crops of rice could be.grown on the-same land 


_in the course of & year and the yield of the land 


thereby deubled. 
DITCHES AND LEVEES. 


The most economical way of digging ditches 
and constructing levees is to make use of good 
strong plows, scoops, and grading machines. 
With a plow, a scoop, and a pair of mules a 
man van do as much work in a day as he could 
do in two weeks with a spade. Where the oper- 
ations are to be conducted on a large scale and 
the planter can afford to purchase a road ma- 
chine, it wouid be well for him to do so, as it is 
very useful in making the main channel or 
canal for conducting the water from the water 
supply to the field. 


TREATMENT OF THE CROP, 


Should no irrigation water be available, as 
soon as the rice is 4 or 5 inches tall all the drains 
in the levees are to be closed so as to retain 
the rain water, and if the season is favorable 
sufficient water will be caught to keep the grass 
smothered and to mature the rice. In no case 
should the water completely cover the rice. 

Where irrigation is practiced, enough water 
to saturate the soil may be applied when the 
rice is 2 or 3 inches tall, provided it stands in 
need of it. This will give the crop an early 
start, and this is important, for in the struggle 
for existence with the grass, rapid growth in the 
rice is ail important. 

In the course of three or four weeks the rice 
will be 7 or 8 inches tall, and water may be 
turned on to the depth of 4 inches. As the rice 
grows more water should be added until it 
stands about 8 inches deep. 

When possible, it is well to keep the water in 
circulation, as it prevents the growth of certain 
grasses which thrive in slagnaut water. This 
can be done by permitting a certain amount of 
water to escape at the lower end of the field 
and supplying a corresponding amount at the 
upper end. 

Ordinarily no further attention is necessary 
until the crop is ready to be harvested, but 
should weeds spring up among the rice plants 
they will have to be pulled, and occasionally 
the rice becomes so grassy that all growth 
ceases atid the piani assumes a yellow color. In 
such a case there are only two remedies: either 
more water must be admitted so as to completely 
submerge the grass, or, if the rice is too small 
to permit of such a treatment, the water must 
be completely withdrawn and the field mowed 
down. The rice, by virtne of the rapidity with 
which it grows, when mown down will soon 
outstrip the grass, and by flooding at the proper 
time the crop can be saved. 

There should very seldom be an occasion for 
such heroic treatment, however, on a plante- 
tion which has sufficient irrigation water, be- 
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cause, with a proper system of control, the grass 
can nearly always be completely covered with 
water and thus smothered out. 4 

Within ten or twelve days before the grain 
is ripe the water should be completely drained 
off. The time to draw off the water can be 
easily ascertained by noticing the color and 
position of the heads and the consistence of the 
grain. As the rice begins to ripen the heads 
assume a drooping positiou and they take on a 
pale straw color. As above noted, the grain, 
too, isa good guide, for on breaking it it will be 
found to be of tie consistency of dough. 


HARVESTING. 


The harvesting of the rice crop is an operation 
which can be performed either with the sickle, 
the cradle or the reaper and binder. When- 
ever it is possible to use a reaper, and binder, 
one of the greatest expenses in rice growing 
is reduced toa minimum. With the use of this 
machine and six mules a man can reap from 8 
to tzacresaday. Unfortunately it is not every 
field which can be reaped with a twine binder, 
and its use on any given tract of land is deter- 
mined by three conditions: First, the land 
must be susceptible of thorough drainage; next, 
an impervioussubstratum of clay must underlay 
the land; and, finally, the harvesting season 
must be moderately dry. Without these three 
conditions the twine binder is impracticable. 
The machine is a heavy one, and unless the 
ground is dry it will sink so deeply as to be 
very heavy to pull, In addition te this the 
drive wheel becomes so clogged with mud and 
bits of straw that it slides along the ground in- 
stead of turning, and, in consequence, the knives 
are stopped. 

Whether the physical condition of the soil 
will rexmit of the general introduction of this 
valuable .wechine in the rice fields of the Phil- 
ippines is an .nsettled question. The Bureau 
has a reaper and binder among its collection of 
agricultnral machinery, and a thorough test of 
its efficiency will be made as soon as practi- 
cable. . 

Where it is not possible to make use of the 
twine binder, sickles aud cradles are emploved, 
the rice being cut with about 2 feet of straw and 
tied in bundles about 6 inches in diameter. 
Some 25 or 30 of these bundles are shocked 
together and a few bundles placed on top of the 
shocks to protect the grain from too much suu 
and from the depredations of birds. 


THRESHING. 


The machines employed in threshing rice are 
practicaily the same as those used in the wheat 
fields of the western United States. Their 
capacities range from 40,000 to 90,000 pounds of 
paddy per day, and it can readily be seen that 
a small farmer does not stand in need of a 
thresher for his exclusive use. Not only this, 
but in the United States the cost of a threshing 
qnachine including engine is $1,200 gold, and it 
is only persons of some means, even in Am- 
erica, who can purchase them. 

In order to overcome this difficulty it is cns- 
tomary for some person to buy a machine and 
charge the farmers so much per sack for thresh- 
ing their rice. The threskers are portable and 
are hauled frem place to place by the traction 
engines, which furnish the power for operating 
the threshers. In case a farmer has only fifty 
or a hundred sacks, however, he has to haul the 
rice in the straw to the machine, because it is 
not profitable to move the thresher unless it 
can do a day’s work in one place. 

Rice threshing is a very profitable business 
in the United States. As much as $75 net per 
day is earned by some threshers, and aithongh 
the rice industry may not have recovered suffi- 
cientiy from the recent troubles to werrant 
their introduction in the provinces just now, we 
can see no reason why threshers situated at 
central points should not prove profitable in the 
near future. 


Should conditions in the Far East changein a 
few months it is not unlikely that the Oriental 
fleet of the Boston Steamship Company wiil be 
increased to meet the demand for tonnage to 
carry the heavy shipments of fionr aad other 
foodstuffs to Japan, China and Russian ports, 
says the Seafile Daily Times. 


BLAIR & COMPANY GET PHILIPPINE CER- 
TIFICATES 


NEw York, April 24. 

The $3,000,000 Philippine temporary certifi- 
cates which C. S. Jobes, president of the Amer- 
ican National Bank of KansasCity, Mo., recently 
purchased from the Government, were sold 
yesterday to Blair & Co. of this city, These 
certificates can be used in the substitution for 
like certificates maturing May 1, 1904, orin 
substitution for nmunicipa) bonds deposited with 
the United States Treasurer as security for public 
deposits, and in substitution for Government 
bonds, such Government bonds so withdrawn 
to be used as security to circulation when in 
the judgment of the Secretary of the Treasury 
such action is desirable, 


GREAT NORTHERN TELEGRAPH CO. 


The report of the Great Northern Telegraph 
for 1903, shows, including £66,598 brought for- 
ward, gross receipts of £541,505. Working ex- 
penses were £109,404. The directors transfer 
£55,555 to reserve, £5,555 to pension fund, and 
4£77:777 to dividend equalization fund. Divi- 
dends and bonus are announced amounting in 
all to 15 percent. for the year, and £65,715 is 
carried forward. 


NORTH CHINA RAILWAY BONDS 


“Serntator’’ writes to the Editor of the Finan- 
cial Times:— 

Sir:—For some time there has been in circu- 
lation in certain usually well-informed quarters 
a report to the effect that an arrangement has 
been made for an early settlement of the debts 
of the ist March, 1899, of the North China Rail- 
way, which are still outstanding. This has led 
to an advance in price of about 8 per cent— 
namely, from about $5 on, and for a fortnight 
prior to, the 8th March, to 93 on the 15th April. 
The period referred to has been marked by the 
continuance of war in the Far East and by the 
default on the 9th March under the railway 
contract of 9th July last. This rise, at this 
juncture, is, therefore, even if dona-fide, a very 
remarkable ove, as during the time referred to 
no other Imperial Chinese Bonds have risen 
over I per cent. Strange to state, however, 
on enquiry of the proper parties, no payment 
has yet been received, nor has any hank 
or financial house in this country advised 
them of its haying undertaken on behalf of the 
Chinese Government to pay the debis at a 
specified date. Plaiuly, till this latter is effected 
any maiked rise beyond the Chinese par price 
(which in this case is £90)is premature, and 
even from that figure there fails to be taken 
into account the present situation arising from 
the state of war in the districts bordering on the 
Gulf of Pechili. The recent upward movement 
of the past few weeks is, therefore, not justified 
by the existing facts, and investors must, miean- 
time, be content to await the receipt here of 
the remittance of what is required to liquidate 
the long overdue obligations in this country of 
the late Imperial North China Railway admin- 
istration. 


THE SANYO RAILWAY 


The Sanyo Railway Company held a meeting 
of shareholders at the Kobe Chamber of Com- 
merce on April 29 last. The meeting adopted the 
accounts for the latter half of last year, and 
then passed resolutions in favor of opening a 
steamship service between Fusan and Shimono- 
seki to connect the company’s line with that of 
the Seoul-Fusan Railway, constructing a branch 
line of 13 miles from the Asa station to the col- 
liery recently sold to the Imperial Navy, and 
increasing the company’s capital by Yen 
2,500,000. The company’s capital will then 
be Yen 345,c 0,000. The accounts for the last 
half year, wk ich were endorsed by the meeting, 
are as follows:— 

Net Profits, 1,103,969-32. From Jast term, 
80,556.05. Total, £,184,525.47- To Reserve, 
55,20¢.00. To Bonuses, 6,500.00. Toe Dividend 
(8 percent. per annum), 992,000.00. To next 
term, 130,825.47. 


JAVA RAILROADS 


The railroads of Java are all narrow gauge, 
with the single exception of the road crossing 
the island from Batavia to Soerabaya. The 
roads are of light construction. The trains never 
run at night. The Javanese are not careful 
operators, and trainmen might go to sleep if the 
trains ran at night, andinvite disaster. The trip 
from Batavia to Soerabaya, altogether in day- 
light, takes two days. 


RAILRGAD EXTENSION IN INDIA 


Calcutta, May 5.—A proposal to construct ° 
a railway line from Sylhet to the Kulaura sta- - 
tion on the Assam-Bengal Railway is now under 
consideration. The Chief Commissioner in re- 
commending the project has addressed the Le- 
cal Boards of North Sylhet and South Sylhet, 
pointing out the advantages of the extension. 
At the last meeting of the North Sylhet Local 
Board it was agreed to furnish a guarantee of 
Rs. 18,000 a year for 10 years tothe Company 
that undertakes the construction of the railway- 
The Chief Commissioner was thanked for the 
substantial relief he proposed to afford the 
Board amounting to Rs. 9,818 a year. Undoubt- 
edly the railway will prove of great advantage 
to Sylhet, and the active co-operation of the 
Local Boards and the Chief Commissioner 
should result in its speedy realization.—Zug- 
lishman, 


THE CHINA COMMERCIAL co. 


The American headquarters of the Chiva 
Commercial Company, which is to operate its 
steamships in connection with those of the 
Portland and Asiatic Company of the Harriman 
system, has been established in Portland 
(Oregon). Following the plan of the roads 
operating steamship lines out of Puget Sound, 
which is to solicit business in the East when the 
rush is over with local cargo shipments, the 
Harriman system has sent letters to their 
Eastern offices beyend the Missouri and to the 
Union Pacific and Oregon short Line, soliciting 
business and informing them that Portland city 
will shortly have a ten days’ schedule with a 
a fleet of eight carriers. 


PHILIPPINE LUMBER ExPorts.—The British 
steamer Gulf of Venice is loading a cargo which 
consists of over 50,000 cubic feet of Jumber for 
Shanghai. This is the first large shipment of 
native lumber that has been exported for a long 
time, if not the largest cargo of hardwood ever 
sent out of the Philippines. 

The lumber is being sent out by Messrs. 
Jones and Cadwallader and is consigned to 
Jardine Mattheson & Coe. 

It is not given out for what purpose the lum- 
ber will be used, but it is probable for use in the 
railway construction, or the docks. 

The steamer Shawmut took out a consignment 
of native lnmber for PugetSound whichamount- 
ed to abont 30,000 board feet which consisted 
principally of Guijo and Narra. This shipment 
was made by Dr. Bourns. A cargo of about 
27,000 cubic feet was sent up to Shanghai some 
time ago on the steamer Magailanes, by some 
Spaniards, but they lost so much by the meas- 
nrement they never dared to make a second 
shipment, and every time it was remeasured 
the total was less.—Daily Bulletin. 


JaPan’s SuGAR InpustTRy.-——Advices from 
Tokio say of sugar: ‘‘Our sugar refinery re- 
cently paid 15 per cent dividend to stockhold- 
ers, and the Osaka refinery paid 17 per cent 
dividend. Last year a sugar refinery was estab- 
lished in Kinshu with a capital of $250,000: 
The aggregate capital of these three refineries 
is $2,co0,000. In Formosa we have five sugar 
honses that will start into the next campaign. 
The market price of first quality refined sugar 
per pound was 4c. during December, but has 
now advanced to 4.6c., as the output of the 
refineries is notsufficient to supply thedemand.”’ 


Rice contracts made in Burmah with Japan 
for shipment during the first quarter of this 
year amount to about 140,000 tons. The bulk 
of it has already been shipped direct to Japan. 


NEW GOVERNMENT 
LABORATORY 


MANILA, P. 1. 


The burean of government laboratories with 
its numerous divisions will move into its new 
quarters—the costly new building nearing com- 
pletion in Herran St., some time in ike near 
future. While the interior will soon be suf- 
ficiently completed for occupancy, the exterior 
will take several weeks longer to complete. 
The views of the building shown on this page 
give a fair idea of the progress of the work, 
and the appearance of the building up to the 
Ist of June. 

The exterior work has been necessarily slow, 
and is vf such a nature, that it can not be 
pushed ahead with greatrapidity. The REVIEW 
has not the space to devote to a full deserip- 
tion of the erection and details of construction 
in this issue, reserving this matter until the 
completion of the building, when adequate 
views and plans can be presented, 

The building isof wood, sheathed with ex- 
panded metal, and faced with cement plaster. 
The cornice detail and decorative work is simple 
and effective, carrying out the old mission type of 
Spanish architecture. Considerable time has 
to be allowed for the proper setting and drying 
of the outside plaster, and sprays of water are 
played on the surface, and shade clothsand mats 
are arranged to prevent the excessive heat of 
the sun from _:acking the cement. 


LABORATORY, MANILA; SHOWING MAIN ENTRANCE AND TOWERS. 


The new laboratory will have its own electric 
plantand gas and steam generaters. Its gas 
plant will be the only one of any size in the 
Philippine Islands. Besides this, each room 
will be supplied with a vacunm apparatus; and 
the most up-to-date laboratory apparatus of all 
kinds. This equipment will for the most part 
come from Germany from the Zeiss factory 
in Jena. In addition to the most modern 
microscopes the laboratory will be supplied 
with the very best photomicrographic iustru- 
ments, 

The work of construction has been executed 
under the direct supervision of the Insular Bur- 
eau of Architecture, and considerable delay has 
been experienced from time to time through 
causes beyond their control. The original esti- 
mated cost was found insufficient to complete 
the work, and further appropriations have been 
necessary. These delaysand increased.expenses 
have given rise to considerable adverse com- 
ment and harsh criticism on the management 
of the Bureau by the local press, but it is only 
fair to await and hear both ‘sides of the ques- 
tion, before passing final judgment on the 
work. f 

The engineer, architect, or contractor, who 
has stood at the head -of his profession in the 


- United States or Europe, and who comes to the 


Philippines and essays to carry out,}¥s Teas, 
in practice is beset on every sic’ “'y all kinds 
of drawbacks, and he has to start in and fami- 
liarize himself with local conditions. 

In the States, the actual cost of every article 
laid down at the-work can be calculated to 
almost a cent, and the work performed by a 
mechanic can be accurately estimated. In the 
Philippines, as yet, there is little data obtainable 
for: basing an estimate on such a large con- 
tract, unless the engineer or contractor allows 
himself a sufficient safety margin. This data 
can only be learned by experience; someone 
has to acqnire it and pay for it. In this case, 
it has been the Government.

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THE TANDUAY FIRE STATION | 


The new Tanduay fire station, which has just 
been completed by the contractor (Henry M. 
Jones), was occupied by the department on the 
4th inst. 

The structure is the finest fire station this side 
of the Pacific. 

The construction was commenced on Septem- 
ber 16 last, and cost the city $31,000 U. S. cur- 
rency. The original estimate was fixed at $30,000, 
but it was found expedient to add some improve- 
ments which cost $1,500. 

The building is eighty-two feet long by forty- 
four wide, and contains a dormitory, gym- 
nasium, recreation room, apparatus room, coal 
room, two storerooms, and stable room for eight 
horses. 

The floors are miade of vitrified brick. The 
ceilings are exceptionally high, the lower one 
being 16 ft. 6in., while the upper one measures 14 
ft. Large windows are cut in every room. There 
is a separate door for each apparatus in addition 
to this main entrance. To facilitate the descent 
of the mensix sliding poles have been provided. 
There are one hundred and twenty-three 
electric lights, and an automatic switch which 
operates them when the first bell of an alarm 
sounds. At the same moment the horses are all 
released. 

The Tanduay station contains truck No. 2, 
chemical engine No. 2, steam engine No. 5, and 
hose wagon No. 5.

ALEXANDRA BUILDINGS 


This imposing pile has now been comrpleted 
as far as the externa! portion is concerned. The 
interior fittings have not been finished, but they 
are being pushed forward rapidly. With the 
completion of the building, one of the finest 
and best appointed structures in the Far East 
is added to Hongkong. The rooms are all large 
and airy, with high ceilings, and are admirably 
ventilated.

‘The business*community have recognised that 
fact, for every available foot of flooring hasbeen 
taken up. On the ground floor, the apex of the 
building is to be occupied by Messrs. A. S. 
Watson and Co., and three large rooms are to 
be fitted np with the latest improved fittings for 
their use. On the Des Voenx Road side Messrs. 
Powell, Limited, have taken the remainder of 
the ground floor, as well as three rooms on the 
first eor. The ground floor is in an excellent 
position for the business of the firm, and is 
excellently appointed, as regards showcases and 
lighting arrangements. Messrs. Gaupp and 
Company have the remaining two shops on the 
ground floor facing Chater Road, and the inte- 
rior of these shops well sustains the excellence 
of the others. The offices on the first floor are 
to be occupied by Messrs. Ewens and Harston, 
Solicitors, Dr. Swan, Mr. E. C. Ray, Powell 
Limited (furniture show rooms), Sun Fire 
Insurance Company of Canada, and the China 
Mutual Insurance Company. On the second 
floor Messrs. Watson, J. D. Humphreysand Son, 


Hunusphreys Estate and Finance Company, 


Tramway Company, Drs. Stedman, Rennie and 
Harston, the North China Insurance Company, 
and the Holland and China Trading Company 
will have their offices, while on the third floor 
are Messrs. Palmer and Turner, Linstead and 
Davis, Chadwick Kew, W. D. Draham, Drs. 
Jordan and Gibson, Java, China and Japan 
steamer line; and on the fourth floor, the 
Young Men's Christian Association’s Rooms 
are situated. Portion of this floor has been 
sub-let. 

The various occupants are now moving into 
the premises, and within a week or two all 
should be ensconced in their new offices. Drs. F. 
and C. Kew have opened their dental rooms on 
the third floor and have one of the finest 
appointed surgeries in the Colony. 


NEW CENTRAL HOTEL FOR SHANGHAI 


Shanghai will soon have on its Bund an hotel 
building worthy of the place and that fine thor- 
oughfare. The new Central, upon which work 
is to be started at the end of the present month, 
reports the China Gazette, will be an edifice 
which for appearance, extent and comfort will 
Jeave nothing to be desired and will remove the 
reproach which has hitherto been applied to 
Shanghai abont the antiquity, make-shift and 
patchwork nature of its hotel buildings. 

The new hotel is designed by Messrs. Scott 
and Carter and is imposing in style and dimen- 
sions. The building will run along the Nanking 
Road till it touches Mustard’s. {t will be six 
storeys in height, with the basement occupied 
by six large and handsome shops. The hotel 
proper will commence on the first floor, and the 
three floors above will be devoted to bedrooms, 
of which there will be 114 in all. The upper 
storey will be given up to the cooking depart- 
ment and storeroom, etc., while the whole build- 
ing will be surmounted by a roof garden, the 
first of its kind in this part of the world. But 
the innovation is one which we are sure will be 
appreciated, and in the summer time wili prove 
an enormous attraction. 

Everything inside the hotel, furniture, fittings, 
and, arrangements, will be of the most modern 
type, and there will be ample means furnished 
for escape in case of fire. A long steel verandah 
will run along the back for the whole length of 
each storey, and every window will open into 
this means of exit which will have at short in- 
tervals metal steps to the ground. 

The front of the hotel facing the Bund wiil be 
somewhat similar in style to the Nanking Road 
elevation, the only addition being that a smal} 
tower will rise from each corner. 

The bottom floor of the hotel will be a deep 
verandah opening onto the Bund. which will 
make a favorite lounge especially in the sum- 
mer time. 

The internal arrangements include an elabo- 
rate system of lifts, fans, heating apparatus, hot 
and cold water in every room (each bed room 
having its separate bathroom and full length 
enamelled bath), a splendid suite of ladies’ 
rooms, private dining rooms, etc. 

The building will be of the most solid charac- 
ter and tiled ina light color outside, instead of 
showing the ordinary brick. There is no doubt 
when finished it will be a splendid addition to 
our public buildings, and will prove a source of 
enhanced profit to the owners of the Central, 
which, under the presentrégime, has taken such 
a great step forward until it oceupies a place 
second to none. It will be easily first when it 
gets into its palatial new premises.

The buildings will run from Wassiamull's 
shop in High street, round the present front 
along to the wall of the municipal buildings. 
Between the municipal end of the present ve- 
randah and the High Street commencement, 
the buildings will be three stories high. The 
ground floor will be let outin shops, which 
will thus extend round the corner of High street 
the length of the present bar. Above these will 
be offices, whilst the third floor will contain 
the bedrooms of the hotel. Between the end of 
the present bar verandah and the new bar ve- 
randah, will be a road of thirty feetin width, 
and beyond this, on the front, the new bar, read- 
ing room, and café will be built. In the back- 
ground, separate from this, will be the hand- 
some dining room, which is planned to seat 500 
people, and furtheraway in the corner, also sep- 
arate, will be the billiard room. Entrance to 
the bedrooms, which willeach havea sitting 
room attached, will be gained by a lift from the 
central roadway, so that there will be no com- 
munication between the offices and shops and 
the hotel quarters. 

Such are the broad outlines of the building 
scheme, which is estimated to cost $400,000. 
The fittings and furnishings will be equal to the 
quality of the building. Flectric light is to be 
installed and the utmost effort will be put forth 
to furnish the place with a single idea to the 
comfort of the guests. The furnishing and 
fittings, it is reckoned, will swallow up another 
$200,000. The architects are Messrs. Swan & 
Maclaren, and the representative of the hotel 
syndicate is Mr Tomlinson. 

It is understood that a thirty years’ lease of 
the property has been obtained.—Singapore 
Free Press.

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IRON REGION OF ANGAT 
Province of Bulacan, 
Luzon, P. I.

The province of Bulacan lies within the cen- 
tral part of Luzon, its boundaries touching those 
of Nueva Ecija on the north and northeast, 
Infanta oti the east, Rizal on the south, Manila 
Bay on the south and soutinwest, and Pampenga 
on the west. The eastern boundary is part of 
the crest of the great cordillera of Luzon, and 
part of the western boundary is the extensive 
Candaba swamp, which marks a pronounced de- 
pression in the low plain between tlie cordillera 
aud the Zambales range. In general, therefore, 
this province lies tilted toward the east and the 
rainfall caught in the mountains. and foothills 
makes its way west. That- part of the main 
range constituting the extreme eastern bound- 
ary, the long spur running from the northeastern 
corner of the province almost to San Mignel de 
Mayumo, and the series of hills and foothills 
parallel to the range and extending west as far 
1s Angat and San José del Monte, constitute the 
hilly portion of Bulacan, and this in area is 
little over half the province. This is the unde- 
veloped part, and it contains but a small portion 
of the population; and herein lie the mineral 
deposits and springs, the valuable forests, and 


the beautiful little mountain valleys and basins 
that must sooner or later prove very attractive 
to American farmers here. 


THE MINERAL INDUSTRY. 
The mineral industry of Bulacan is at present 
confined to the mining and smelting of iron, 
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CAMPS OF THE SURVEY. 

the washing of the sandsof the monntainstreams 
for gold, and the caicining of limestone. Be- 
yond these I conld learn of no activity in this 
industry of any sort;and these, indeed, are now 
so extremely limited that they prove an exceed- 
ingly insignificant portion of the productive 
activity in this province. 

The history of iron mining in Bulacan is of 
more than ordinary interest. Romantic inci- 
dents are related by Foreman and others, of 
which we have no records in the Bureau, and 
which will not be enlarged upon here. Of one 
thing, however, I ani quite’ convinced—that 
some of the most interesting of al] the chapters 
of the history of these mines are those missing 
from the records, echoes of whick are some- 
times heard from the natives of Angat, and 
evidences of which are seen in old abandoned 
pits, charcoal ovens, and slag dumps on the 
hills and mourtain sides. Ruins of houses of 
the early ironmasters are also seen, and in An- 
gat, Norzagaray, and other towns near by are 
still to be found oid plates and bowls of zast 
iron which indicate that in thé years goue by 
the scope of this industry was much broader

than itis now. Inconnection with this subject 
I quote from Abella who says, in his “Brief 
Sketch of Mining in the Philippine Islands,” 
published in Madrid in 1883: 

“Next to gold this metal is the one earliest. 
exploited inthe Philippines. There exist abun- 
dant deposits of it, the best known being situat- 
ed on the western flunks of the central moun- 
tain range of the Island of Luzon. 

“Those deposits in the district of Morong 
were, in reality, first exploited for the purpose 
of manufacturing munitious of war; and pres- 
ently those of San Miguel de Mayumo, and 
those of Angat, in Bulacan, were exploited for 
the manufacture of mountain knives (bolos), 
plowshares, and kitchen utensils. These arti- 
cles were of excellent casting and quality, and 
were purely for local consumption. Later, at 
the beginning of this century, an attempt was 
made to establish a large plant for the exploit- 
ing and manufacture of this material, with large 
furnaces and corresponding machinery; but, as 
the exceedingly bad roads that this machinery 
would have to pass over were not taken into 
account, the enterprise failed even before the 
working of the mines was begun. 

“According to the descriptions of engineers or 
competent persons who have had occasion to 
visit them, these deposits are unsurpassed, and 
they consist of masses, some of them of great 
extent, of red and brown hematite and of mag- 
netite of excellent quality. Moreover, the sit- 
uation of these deposits is such that in the im- 
mediate vicinity, or very near, may be found an 
abundance of wood for the manufacture of char- 
coal, and important supplies of water. 

‘**Minerals of this class also exist in Paracale 
(Camarines Norte) in Caraballo, in the Island of 
Cebu, and in some other points of the Archi- 
pelago. 

“But there are only in actual operation some 
concessions of San Miguel de Mayumo and of 
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Angat, with small furnaces, which manufacture 
knives, plowshares, and kitchen utensils, as we 
have indicated. £t is to be hoped, nevertheless, 
that the exploitation of these minerals may be 
one of those industries to receive a greater en- 
couragement at some future day.” 

The earliest record contained in the archives 
of this Bureau with reference to iron mining 
bears the date December 12, 1781, and is the 
letter-order of instructions to the ‘‘governor of 
Angat”’ through the governor of Bulacan from 
the. Superior Government of Manila, to render 
every possible assistance to Chaplain Don Juan 
Belli, of the Royal Armada, in the working of 
his mine. This curious and interesting docu- 
ment is translated and presented in full in the 
report of the Chief of the Mining Bureau to the 
Acting Civil Governor iz re the case of the iron 
mines of Angat, It seemsthat the chaplain was 
intrusted by the Government with the mining 
of ore and with the establishment of a smelting 
plant in the neighborhood of Angat, and that 
after entering upon the work he found it neces- 
sary to complain to the officials in Manila that 
the natives of his vicinity were unsatisfactory as 
laborers, and, more than this, that they were 
ruining the road he had built to the mines by 
dragging over it the timber they were cutting 
in the mountains. The reply to th*s complaint 
was the very spirited order referred t3 above, in 
which the governor of the pueblo of Angat is 
instructed to prevent the cutting of timber with- 
in a distance of one league from the mines, with- 
out express permission, to prevent the use of the 
mine road for timber haulage by these natives, 
and to insist that the justices of Angat and 
others respect the power given to the governor 
to enforce orders. In this “‘letter-order’’ from 
Sefior José Basco to Sefior Antonio Brioso, the 
importance of the development of iron mines is 
dwelt upon, and the instructions close with the 


following paragraph; 


ee

“Tt is indispensable that in the extensive de- 
velopment of these Islands, in all the depart- 
ments of agriculture, arts, manufactures, and 

commerce, forall the inhabitants of them to put 
themselves into action with activity and vigor 
—a means by which, under the protection of 
God, we are about to extricate ourselves from 
the hands of a foreign commerce that is now 
overwhelming us.”’ 

Governor Brioso very thoroughly carried ont 
his orders, and incidentally dealt with the labor 
problem of those earliest days of mining in a 
most interesting and decisive manner. He 
quotes the “letter: order’’ entire and then follows 
his proclamation, made from the Royal House 
of Bulacan, December 14, 1781. He instructs 
the governor of Angat to enforce the order nnder 
pain of fine and suspensien from office for failure 
to obey; and the governor of Angat is further 
instructed to see that the headmen of the dar- 
angays each furnish two laborers a month to the 
work of the mites and smelters, the men to be 
paid by the mine manager for their work and to 
be relieved monthly; all timber already cut is to 
be removed within twenty days, and after 
that no timber is to be cut or removed 
within a distance of three miles of the mine; 
the road is not to be used for haulage by 
the natives, and any damage done by remov- 
ing the timber already cut is to be paid for 
by those causing the damage; and, finally, 
every assistance asked for by Padre Belli in 
the operation of his works is to be furnished 
by the officials of Angat as required. 

These orders were published as certified to 
, the town clerk of Angat: “* * * to-day, 
day, the 16th of December, at ro o’clock 
in the day, after the mass, in conformity with 
that demanded by the Decree of Obedience, 
which precedes, I caused to be published, and 
did publish the letter-order, in public and 
customary places, by means of the ‘war-drum’ 


and people of the guard, thropgh the medium 
of said governor and the ether officers in the 
presence of many and various people con- 
vened at said publication . 
Notwithstanding the plans and arrangements 
for the encouragement of the early iron 
industry, and the importance given to it, 
the next records show that it was not making 
the progress desired. In a sec it communi 
cation from Sefior Basco to Governor Brioso 
we find the following, the receipt of which 
was acknowledged, and the original of which 
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“The chaplain of the Royal Armada, Don 
Juan, Belli, who is at present directing the 
iron mine denounced in the territory of Angat, 
represents to me the little or nothing he is able 
to accomplish in his commission owing to the 
indolence and repugnance with which those na- 
tives assist in the labor of those works. This 
mine is of the greatest importance; not ~'tw to 
those who work, but also to the State an .he 
public weal; since, withont iron, as we generally 


> 
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find ourselves, it is impossible to possess agri- 
culture, commerce, arts or manutactures; the 
construction of boats and edifices, for which, 
above all things, iron is the first requisite. The 
royal warehouses are devoid of this metal, of 
which increased amounts are needed on account 
of the large quantities used in the repairing of 
ships, works of fortifications, and the other 
equipments for sustaining war, and for the 
defense of these Islands; consideration being 
fixed on this, and also that it is not in the

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GOLD STRIKE IN THE PHILIPPINES 


The correspondent of The Manila Times, Le- 
gaspi, Albay province, sends the following in- 
teresting special to his paper under date of May 
13ch: 

Christian Schlatterer, an American residing 
in Daraga, four miles inland from this port, has 
just received notice of a deposit in a Manila 
‘bank to his credit, jointly with two partners, 
both Americans, of 128 ounces of pure gold, 
taken from a mine near the pueblo of Paracale, 
Ambos Camarines, in which Schlatterer is in- 
terested. 


A GOLD PRODUCING DISTRICT, 


Paracale is situated on a small peninsula on 
the northern coast of Ambos Camarines which 
has long been known as a gold-producing coun- 
try. As early as 1572 Captain Juan Salcedo weni 
to this neighborhood to investigate the reports 
of rich gold deposits and reported favorably on 
the mines. Many rich placers have since been 
worked in the neighborhood of Paracale and 
Mambalao, a nearby pueblo, by Spaniards, na- 
tives, and, later on, by English capitalists. 

One Spanish governor-general in the XVII[th 
century estimated the annual ontput of gold 
from the placers in the Paracale district at more 
than $200,000 per annum. At that time there 
were abont 700 people working the mines at a 
large profit with their crude methods. 

Some years ago an English corporation, the 
Philippines Mineral Syndicate company, acquir- 
ed a number of valuable placer claims in the 
Paracale district and worked them at a good 
profit under Spanish rule. This company is 
headed by an English mining engineer named 
Raruth who stands high in his profession. He has 
unbounded confidence in the properties. Two 
years ago the company sent an expert named 
Schneider to report on the claims. When Mr. 
Schneider was in Manila on his return home he 
exhibited a watch—chain of nuggets washed out 
of the sands of the Paracale district by the na- 
tives. The nuggets were of the size of acorns. 
This English company is now preparing te 
install modern mining machinery on a large 
scale on its claims. 

Mr: H. D. McCaskey, chief of the mining 
bureau,saidon being informed of the ‘‘Strike:’’ 

“‘T am not at all surprised to hear of a rich 
strike being made in the Paracale-Mambalao 
district. It is very likely that the information 
given in the telegram is true, as reports from 
the most authentic sources all point to the ex- 
istence of very rich placer deposits and veins in 
that part of the country. 

“The leads in that district are contract veins 
between gneiss and diorite, and I am forced to 
believe that many of them are very rich. 


INFORMATION SCANTY AS YET. 


“OF course this information is scanty, and it 
may be that Mr.Schiatterer’s party has happen- 
ed upon a rich pocket, but it would notsurprise 
me in the least to hear that a rich yeinorplacer 
had been discovered.’"— Zhe Times. 


MYSORE GOLD MINING CO. 


The Mysore Gold Mining Company, an In- 
dian venture, lias made its mark in the market. 
This undertaking increases in prosperity yearly, 
and after a series of eight years in which* divi- 
dends which haye never fallen below one hun- 
dred per cent., and haye risen as high as one 
hundred and forty per cent., have been paid, 
another dividend of one hundred and thirty-five 
per cent. is (April) announced. The gold de- 
posits of this mine yielded nearly seven million 
pounds worth of gold last vear, andall connect- 
ed with the company are to be heartily con- 
gratulated. upon the highly satisfactory nature 
of the last report. Instead of decreasing, the 
amount of fine gold extracted from the miue is 
atinually improving. In 1894 the total amountof 
gold realised from ‘all sonrces was 52,250 oz. 
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Last year the output was 193,185 oz, and in the 
interval the mine had steadily improved its 
yield. The newest lotes opened up are giving 
2 oz. tothe ton and there seems to be every 
reason to believe that in 1904 another record 
output will be created.—Sfraifts Times. 


THE COAL TRADE OF MOJi 


Nagasaki, May 11.—The stock of coal at Moji, 
which was estimated at 324,367 tons on March 
1st and 354,016 tons on April ist, has increased 
to 378,378 tons on the tst inst. owing te depres- 
sion in the export trade coal there. 

During last month coal amounting to 197,943 
tons was exported from that port to foreign 
countries, and that of 38,490 tons was ship- 
ped to other home ports, making a total of 
236,433 tons, exclusive of 72,067 tons which was 
taken in by foreign and Japanese steamers for 
their own use. The total shipment of coal from 
the northern port from January to April last was 

‘returned as 1,048,182 tons. 

The average quotation on coal there on the 
7th inst. was yen 36.74 per 100 piculs of -first 
class, yen 31.94 for second class, and yen 25 36 
for third class coal. The first, second and third 
rates show decreases of yen 1.42, sen 72, and 
yen 2.95 respectively, compared with the ave- 
rage prices for the month of April. The remark- 
able fall in prices is attributed to the war and 
also tothe accumulation of Japanese coal at 
Hongkong and Shanghai. 


The exportation of coal from Moji amounted 
in April this year to 258,527 tons, showing a 
decrease of 16 tons and 11,809 tons respectively 
over the figures for March last and the average 
monthly amount last year. The aggregate 
returns for the four months just ended reached 
the figures of 1,048,182 tons, against 1,089,604 
tons of the corresponding period of last year. 

The stock of coal at the northern port was 
estimated at 378,378 tons on the rst inst., and at 
324,367 tons on the ist of last month. 


KOLAR GOLD FIELDS.

A number of Japanese 
miners are at work, and many streaks, abound- 
ing in carbon of rare purity, have been un- 
earthed. Owing to the limited appropriation 
and the difficulty experienced in securing com- 
petent workers, progress is slow. 


MITSUI SECURES CONTRACT. 
Nagasaki, May t0.—The Mitsui Bussan 
Kaisha was. the only firm to snbmit a tender, in 
response to the advertisement issued by the 
U.S. Depot Quartermaster at this port, for the 
supply of coal to Honoluiu. Their*tender was 
$5.45 (gold) per ton delivered at Honolulu. 


COAL MINE FOR JAPANESE NAVY. 

Nagasaki, April 14,—Negotiations are re- 
ported to be in progress between the Govern- 
ment and the owners, Baron Shibusawa and 
Mr. Asano, of the ‘‘Mine’’ anthracite coal mine 
at Mine in Yamaguchi Ken, for the transfer of 
the colliery to the Imperial Navy. The partner- 
ship desires to dispose of the «nine at Yen 
2,500,000, but the authorities are not willing to 
pay more than Yen 7,000,000. It is said that 
the authorities have estimated that if a capita) 
of one million Yen be inyested in (the mining 
enterprise, the colliery would easily have an 
output of some 100,000 tons a year. The Sanyo 
Railway Company has proposed to construct a 
branch line from the Aso station to the coal 
mine, and is prepared to snbmit it to the gen- 
eral meeting of shareholders to be held at Kobe 
on the 27th inst. 


MINING PROSPECTS IN BRITISH NORTH 
BORNEO 


Concerning the maganese deposits we publish 
elsewhere a valuable extract from the Report of 
Mr. J. C. Head, F.C. S., F. I. C., who is quite 
sanguine that by the systematic prospecting of 
the Maruda Bay District and the opening up of 
the already located deposits further valuable 
finds will assuredly be made. From the present 
state of the developments, with no surveys of 
the various deposits, no correct estimate may be 
formed of the ultimate quantity of available 
maganese ore, though it is calculated that the 
lirst year of operations should produce 25,000 
tons of good marketable ore. After that time, 
provided the working of other iocalities be 
continued, an output would be available of 
something like 40,006 tons annually, and this, 
say, for the next twenty-five years. Consider- 
ing, therefore, the many thousands of tons of * 
ore reported to be exposed on the surface; the 
very considerable area over which good ore has 
been proved to exist; the indications already 
afforded by the opening up of the present 
located deposits; that the ores in this district 
are invariably free of impurities; added to which 
the fact that a railway is being made to Tanjong 
Batu, where a pier has already been completed, 
the outlook is nothing if not propitious. 

It is at the Labuk District that the next metal- 
lurgical triumph is looked for, and it is an open 
secret now that a rich deposit of iron ore has 
been revealed by Mr. J. Saxton, an experienced 
tnineralogist, in the vicinity of the Bidu Bidu 
hills. The District Officer at the Labuk, Mr. G. 
C. Irving, informs us that the deposit, which 
extends three miles northwards, is exposed to 
view all over the surface of the hills and is 
considered of sufficient value to justify the 
immediate formation of acompany to work it. 
Naturally, great preliminary expense must be 
expected in establishing transport, as the Labuk 
River above Parenchangan is but a succession 
of rapids, which would by no means facilitate 
getting the iron ore to the coast. In fact com- 
munication with Sandakan would probably 
necessitate the construction of a railroad, At 
present asample of this rich ore is on its way 
home to be assayed by experts, and upon the 
quality being confirmed immediate action may 
be expected. So that Mr. Saxton, who has 
returned to England with others who have been 
prospecting for the B. N. B. Syndicate, is to be 
complimented for having marked an interesting 
advance in the mining metallurgy of British 
North Borneo.—#ritish North Borneo Herald.

A Durban press despatch states that an 
extraordinary discovery of rubies, sapphires, 
and emeralds has been made near Ficksburg, in 
the Orange River Colony. Nearly a bucketfal 
of these precious stones, totaling 395 carats, 
was exhibited to the shareholders of the com- 
pany owning the ground ata meeting at Durban 
on 5th inst., as the result of the wash of two 
loads of earth. 


A syndicate of Chinese Towkays has been 
formed with a capital of $150,000 to open tin 
mines.— Penang Gazette. 


MINING iN MANCHURIA 


The gold mines in Manchuria incinde the 
Austra mine, which has twenty stamp mill with 
ores running two ounces to the ton, and the 
“Marco Polo’? near Port Arthur. In neither 
case, however, is sufficient capital available to 
allow of proper development and the results so 
far obtained are very poor. 


CEYLON'S MINERAL DISCOVERIES 


A London telegram states:—Much interest is 
being taken here in the new mineral known as 
thorianite, discovered at Balangoda. It contains 
75 per cent. of thoria—five times as much as 
monazite, which is worth £35 perton. Further 
light is thrown on the above in the Imperial In- 
stitute Bulletin, of the 31st March, says The 
Times of Ceylon, which, in its reports on recent 
investigations, gives the following:-—“In con- 
nection with the mineral survey now proceeding 
in Ceylon in conjunction with the Scientific and 
Technical Department of the Imperial Institute, 
specimens of minerals supposed to be monazite 
and nraninite have been sent recently to the 
Imperial Institute for investigation. The first 
of these has proved on analysis not to be mona- 
zite but thorite, which is a silicate of thorium, 
containing cver 66 per cent. of thorium oxide. 
The supposed uraninite has proved to be a new 
mineral which it is proposed to name fhoriantfe. 
It contains 75 per cent. of thorium oxide (tho- 
ria) in addition to small quantities of the oxides 
of cerium, uraliam and lead, Thorianite is 
therefore richer in thorium than any mineral 
at present known. These discoveries in Cey- 
len of minerals containing thorium may be of 
great importance to the Colony if the deposits 
prove to be extensive, since thoria is largely 
employed in the manufacture of incandescent 
gas-mantles. Additional interestattachesto the 
mineral thorianite, which is strongly radio- 
active, and may prove to be a source of radium. 
The Imperial Institute expects shortly to re- 
ceive further specimens and information as to 
the occurrence of these minerals in Ceylon. 


GOLD MINING IN NEGRI SEMBILAN | 


Mr. Dykes, the Warden of Mines, in his 
report on the Mines Department, Negri Sembi- 
lan, for 1902, writes in regard to gold mining:— 

Though much prospecting has been done in 
the Kuala Pilah district, only one mine has so 
far started work—namely, that belonging to the 
Batu Bersawah Company situated on the Muar 
River about 24 miles from Kuala Pilah. The 
main shaft has been sunk to a depth of 248 ft. 
Three levels have been driven at rot’, 171’, and 
240’. The lode at the bottom level, which is 
cut by crossent 58° front main shaft, is 6’ wide 
and shows visible gold. The company is only 
in the developing stage, and has not started 
erushing regularly yet. During the year 198 
ozs. 8 dwts. were obtained as against 576 ozs. 5 
dwts. in 1901. The mine is equipped with a 
battery of ten head of stamps and the neces- 
sary machinery, and it is to be hoped that the 
mine will not be starved for want of capital. 
The results so far show that at the 240° level 
there is a well defined reef which promises well, 
and if the company will orly allow their man- 
ager, Mr. Odgers, a free hand to sink deeper 
and develop this property properly, we may 
find that in the Negri Sembilan which has not 
been found elsewhere in the F. M. S.—viz.,a 
payable goid mine. 

in the vicinity of this property, Mr. Anderson, 
of Messrs. Guthrie and Co., has been granted 
150 acres of land, upon which prospecting 
work has been carried on with satisfactory re- 
sults. Lower down the Muar River at Rentan 
Petai, Mr. da Pra, who has been for many years 
in this dictrict, has been prospecting with good 
results. All who have prospected in this field 
pronounce it to be one with great possibilities, 
but capital is required, and it is to be hoped will 
be forthcoming, At Chindras in the Tampin 
district acompany has been working during the 
year on the old Chindras Concession which was 
worked many years by a Singapore com- 
pany. A shaft is now being sunk and develop- 


ment work is being carried on. Pureping and 
winding machitery is now on the ground, but 
not yet erected. A great deal of surface pros- 
pectig work has been done with satisfactory 
results, but it is too soon to say anything about 
the property. The inaccessibility of the place 
makes it difficuit to obtain labor. The proper- 
ty requires a great deal of capital, and it is to 
be hoped it will be forthcoming. 


PUNJOM MINING CO. 


Singapore, April 20,—The value of the March 
clean up of miscellaneous collection of 700 tons 
is valued at $6,000. The mines have been shut 
down for want of working capital, and the Man- 
ager, Mr. W. Kerfooi lirghes, returnsto Hong- 
kong to consult the directors and shareholders 
as to the best means of carrying on the Company 
in view of Mr. Lock’s special report on the 
concession, which is in some respects favour- 
able.

Work on the Penjum property has been car- 
ried on during the past 17 years. .The Company 
was originally called ‘‘The Penjum‘and Sungei 
Dna Semantan Mining Company,’’and its con- 
cession included the Sungei Dua district in the 
Semantan, but this district was voluntarily sur- 


’ rendered in 1892 and the Company was re-con- 


structed under the title of “The Penjum Mining 
Company.’’ They gave up Sungei Dua with the 
object of devoting all their attention to gold 
mining at Penjum. In 1895 the Company ob- 
tained a new lease from the Government, the 
document conveying mining rights overan area 
of 50 square miles for a period of 50 years from 
the 27th April, 1898, the land being held under 
a nominal annual rental of one dollar. The 
labor conditions for this large area were very 
light and provided for the continuous employ- 
ment, for mining purposes, of not less than one 
laborer for every ten acres of land leased. In 
the event of this provision not being carried out 
literally, the Company had the option cf em- 
ploying the equivalent of such labor in ma- 
chinery and local supervision, the working value 
of an Asiatic mining laborer being, under the 
lease, reckoned as equal to $100 per annum, and 
in machinery one horse-power being taken as 
equivalent to 25 laborers. All rights of water, 
way, and other easements were fully provided 
for, and the iessees were exempted from the 
payment of all duties or taxes then or there- 
after to become payable in Pahang, excepting 
duties on minerals exported and on opium, 
spirits, and tobacco imported, which were te be 
paid at the rates in force from time to time. It 
was provided that no part of the 50 square miles 
leased was to be used for other than mining 
purposes, Under the terns of the original con- 
cession granted by His Highness the Sultan in 
April, 1885, which, in common with all similar 
grants, were modified after a British Resident 
was appointed to Pahang in 1889, the Company 
had agricultural as well as mining rights, and 

cially reduced terms were granted as to 
opium, spirits, and tobacco duty. The Com- 
pany renounced ali these exceptional rights 
and claims or receiving the mining lease, the 
conditions of which were, however, still very 
adyantegeons to the lessees. Thus, according 
to the mining regulations, the Company was 
only entitled to less than 30 square miles, but 
the area granted was nearly double what they 
could have legally claimed, and this was allow- 
ed in consideration of the deed of renunciation 
referred to. During the last 17 years the Com- 
pany has done much bona fide work at Penjum, 
and at one time their exports of gold reached 
several thonsands of ounces annually. The 
decline of Penjum may he said to date from 
1897, from which year their gold output began 
to dwindle, as may be seen from the following 
table which shows the quality of gold exported 
during the five years prior to 1901:—

It is said that this 
is one of the richest mining districts. of the 
Chinese Empire. The French Consul is press- 
ing the Viceroy of Szechuan to officially sanc- 
tion the concession, and the Viceroy has now 
ordered the. matter to be investigated by the 
local officials. 

According to the China Times, the first week 
of this month was a record one for the Kaiping 
Mining Company, the coal sales amounting to 
26,000 tons compared with 12,000 tons of the 
corresponding Week of last year. This has 
nothing todo with the war, butisa sign that 
the Chinese are beginning to appreciate more 
fully the use of coal as fuel. 


> THE COREAN MINES 


There are 200 stamps and three cyanide 
plants in work at the American mines. At the 
iinglish Gwendoline mine at Eunsan there are 

- 20 stamps, and this mine made recently its first 
shipment of bullion. 

The Coreans make excellent miners. The 
Chinese do more work in the same time, when 
they are shown what they have to do, by their 
sheer brate strength, but the Coreans use their 
brains more. They are excellent judges of ore, 
and dislike working in poor ground. Itis dif- 
ficult to make them work at all in ordinary 
country rock in which there is no gold. Drill- 
ing competitions are held from time to time at 
the mines, in which the Coreans take great in- 
terest. 


SELANGOR MINES 


A Selangor correspondent of the Penang 
Gazette sends these items to that paper: 

The huge mining engine for the mine at Salak 
belonging to a local Towkay, where nearly 300 
coolies are employed, has already arrived. It 
was supplied by Messrs. Howarth Erskine of 
Ipoh, and is said to have cest over $20,000.

The Philippine Commission has authorized 
the publication of the foregoing advertisement 
for the sale of the great cold storage and ice 
plant at Manila. The reasons underlying such 
a move are based on the purest business prin- 
ciples. Under the present status of affairs the 
plant is operated solely for the benefit of its 
civil employees and the Army and Navy. It 
was a heritage left to them by the military 
authorities, who designed and erected the plant 
of ample size to supply the wants of the then 
large army. Its normal rated capacity is 450 
tons of refrigeration, but the exigencies of 


demand have never called for its working to 
this point, aside from its ability for standing an 
overload of fifty percent. With the present 
decreased army, and consequent reduction on 
the capacity of the plant, it will be readily 
understood that the greatest returns on the in- 
vestment are not being produced. Not that the 
plant has been a financial failure; far from it, 
as under the able supervision of the Secretary 
of Finance and Justice, Honorable Henry C. 
Ide, the department has proved one of the best 
revenue earners under Insular governmental 
control. Working at a greatly reduced capa- 
city, catering only to the limited number of 
government officials and the army, and still

being able to show such magnificent results, 
speaks yolumes for the management of the 
department. Working at its fll capacity, with 
a free market for its product and cold storage 
space, whata splendid dividend earner it would 
become! 


But the government is debarred from com- 
peting in the open market for trade, and to 
avoid seeing the great possibilities of the plant 
curtailed, and to encourage private enterprise, 
it was decided to place it on the market for 
sale. Hence the advertisement. 


The plant itself is one of the largest and 
most compiete in the world, and is situated 
in the very heart of Manila’s business district, 
with a frontage of 320 feet on beautiful Plaza 
Lawton, and an equal river frontage, with all 
thegimprovements for handling cargoes of beef, 
mutton, or ice, direct from the cold storage 
rooms to the holds of the specially constructed 
lighters, for transhipment to vessels in the bay. 


Within the walls of this huge building are 
stored the meats and perishable commissary 
supplies of the entire Philippines Division of the 
army. In the chill rooms, with a temperature 
of about 35 degrees Fahrenheit, are stored the 
supplies, such as butter, milk, fruit, eggs, and 
canned goods. In the frozen rooms, with a tem 
perature ranging from 6 to 10 degrees F., are 
stored thousands of quarters of beef, and carcas- 


ses of mutton, turkeys, oysters, and game. The 


cold storage rooms, recently fitted up for the 
Commissary Saies department, one of which is 
frozen, are of sufficient size to hold two months’ 
supply of meats for the Post of Manila, About 
one week’s supply at a time is switched from 
this room into an adjoining chill room, there to 
soften for cutting. There ars over 600,000 
cubic feet of cold storage place in this immense 
plant. About 50 tons of ice are made daily, as 
that is ample for the demand. The full cold 
storage space is utilized, and this with only two 
of the machines in operation. 


The plant itself consists of three units of a 
rated capacity of 150 tons of refrigeration each, 
or a total of 450 tons for the complete plant. 
The machines are the standard make of the De 
La Vergne Refrigerating Machine Co. of New 
York, and are of the tandem compound con- 
densing type, with Corliss valye gear. Two 
large surface condensers manufactured by the 
Deane Steam Pump Co. are a part of the dis- 
tilling apparatus, All the ice is manufactured 
from the exhaust steam of the engines, which 
passes first through a filter removing all the 
oil and grease. After distillation the water is 
pumped to a reboiler or what might be termed 
a defecator, where live steam is used to boi) the 
water until the scum and particles of impurity 
arise to the top, where they float off into the 
waste pipe. The water then passes through the 
coils of a cooler, where water from the river is 
utilized to reduce the temperature to normal. 
After cooling, the water is again passed through 
a charcoal filter, which actsasadeoderizer. In 
this absolutely pure state it passes to the freez- 
ing tanks, 


The plant bas also its own electric lighting 
generators, and a system of smal] motors for 
the brine agitators and other light duties, The 
boiler equipment consists of 3 Babcock & Wilcox 
standard water tube boilers of about 225 H. P. 
each. Only two of the boilers are in operation 
at a time, and on occasions one boiler alone 
has fnrnished steam for the two compressors, 
working at normal capacity. 


The department also has eight insulated 
lighters and a steam launch to attend te its 
heavy handling of supplies when a transport 
or meat steamer arrives in the bay. 


While Vice Governor Ide has so ably super- 
vised this branch of his department, a just 
share of the credit for the magnificent showing 
must be accorded to the capable management 
of Mr. Charles G. Smith, the superintendeat 
of the piant. 


It is to hoped that a favorable tender will 
be made for the acquisition of the plant by 
private parties, as, with a healthy competition 
existing between producers, an increased de- 
mand will bestimulated, and the resultant bene- 
fits to the consumer wili foliow.

PORT WORKS, DOCKS, MARINE, ETC. 


DREDGING: PHILIpPINES.—The dredging of 
the Pancipit river by which Lake Taal can be 
connected with the sea, is a work of consider- 
able magnitude which will open up a large area 
of country. Preparation of plans and advertise- 
ment of this work have been authorized by the 
Civil Commission. 

Port WORKS, BoMBAY.—A $9,000,000 con- 
tract.—At the meeting of the Bombay Port 
Trustees on the 5th of April it was announced 
that the Government of India has accorded gen- 
eral approval of the plans and estimates for the 
propose large new dock at Mody Bay. 

The date fixed for the submission of tenders 
for masonry and excavation was 12th April. 

The announcement of the Government of 
India’s approval synchronised with the Hon. 
Walter Hughes’ summary of the working of the 
financial year, showing that the Port Trust is 
in a condition of phenomenal prosperity. The 
actual revenue was R64.37 lakhs, or R5.20 lakhs 
better than last year. The surplus is expected 
to reach R7 lakhs, or about R3 lakhs more than 
the surplus of 1902-03 which was the largest 
earned since the opening of the Victoria Dock 
in 1888-89. 

THe Brps.—There were four bids—that of 
Pearson & Sons, for Riog lakhs, Lowther & Co. 
for R198 lakhs, Price, Wills & Reeves for R197 
lakhs, and Kirby & Co. for R171 lakhs. The en- 
gineers estimate the cost at R177 lakhs. The 
conditions were then modified and Lowthers 
modified theirestimate. The tenders then came 
as follows:—Lowther & Co. R189 lakhs, Price, 
Wills & Reeves R185 lakhs. The latter tender 
was unanimously accepted.. The date of com- 
pletion is to be June, 1911. It was also agreed 
to offer a bonus of R4 lakhs for the completion 
of the work by June, rg10, and R2 lakhs for the 
completion by January, I9It.

Port WORKS, PHILIPpPINES.—The following 
ports are to be improved and preliminary work 
on the plans is being prosecuted: Batangas on 
Batangas Bay, Dagupan and San Fernando on 
Lingayen Gulf, Vigan, Province of Ilocos Sur, 
Laoag, Province of Ilocos Norte, Aparri on the 
extreme north coast of Luzon, Legaspi, Gulf of 
Albay, and Tagbilaran, Island of Bohol. 

DREDGING: Cavite, P. L—Work is now 
rapidly being done in dredging a channel to 
the new navai coaling sheds at Sangley Point. 
Men are working in two shifts, and both day 
and night a continuous stream of mnd is being 
pumped from the bottom of the surveyed chan- 
nel. There are now about 15,000 tons of coal 
at the station, and as soon as the entrance to the 
chutes is completed the old system of coaling 
from lighters will be done away with, and ships 
will he coaled in half the time with half the 
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labor and the coal dust will be confined to the 
chutes and bunkers, which will remedy one of 
the disagreeable features of coaling ships. 

SteaM LIGHTER, ILo1L0.—According to a 
report from Hoilo, an American is building a 
combined steam lighter and passenger ferry 
which will soon be ready for launching. The 
vessel is constructed entirely of native hardwood 
and built by Filipino shipwrights. 

The vessel will make daily trips from Toilo 
to Pulupandan, Silay, and Bacolod, and will 
inake the run to those ports and return to Hoilo 
in about eleven hours. 

NEW WHARF, TACLOBAN —There is a pos- 
sibility that the government will build a new 
wharf at the town of Tacioban, the capital of 
Leyte province. Orders have been given to 
Lt. Stokey of the Engineer Corps to take eight 
men of his company to make a survey and 
prepare an estimate of the cost of building the 
same. 

The government has a wharf at that port now, 
but it 1s in a very bad state. 


PONTOONS, SINGAPORE.-—At a meeting of 
the Legislative Council held at Singapore, May 
7th, the tender of Riley, Hargreaves & Co. to 
build a reversible pontvon for $6,790 was ac- 
cepted. 


New PIER, PENANG.—The work on the new 
Penang pier is progressing rapidly. On the 9th 
of Jast month the s. s. Zaida was wharfed, being 
the first British mail steamer to utilize the pier. 


PorT WoRKS, RANGOON.—Revised plans and 
estimates of Port Works entailing the expendi- 
ture of Rupees 2,250,729 have been approved by 
the Governor General. 


PorT Works, Taku Bar, TrentTStIn.—The — 
Tientsin Chamber of Commerce recommends - 
the levying of Bar dnes for shipping, to defray 
the cost of dredging Taku Bar to a desirable 
depth. The Tientsin mercantile community 
have provided Tls. 800,000 for this purpose since 
June, 1896, and the Chinese authorities Tis. 
100,000. 


MARINE RAILWAY, SANDAKAN, Br. N. Bor- 
NEO.—The marine railway under construction 
by the China-Borneo Co., Ltd. is nearing com- 
pletion. The hauling is in place and the shops 
nearly erected, 

NEw York, April 23. 

PHILIPPINE CONTRACTS.—J. G. White & 
Company, 49 Exchange Place, which concern 
has hitherto confined its attention to electrical 
engineering and contracting work, has under- 
taken substantial contracts for harbor improve- 
ments and street paving work in the Philippine 
Islands. One contract calls for the construction 
of a buikhead and dock abont 2,606 feet long, the 
dredging of the channel adjacent to said bulk- 
head and the filling in of the area immediately 
back of the same, at Cebu. Another contract is 
for the construction of 6,100 linear feet cf fascine 
bank protection composed of piles, mattressesand 
stone; the constructics of 1,530 linear feet ofstone 
jetties; the dredging of 410,o0ccubic yardsof ma- 
teiial inthe viver channel, and the depositing of 
the material back of the dikes, at Iloilo. These 
contracts, which were awarded by the Bureau of 
Engineering, Government of the Philippine Is- 
lands, Department of Commerce and Pelice, will 
entail an expenditure of some $800,000. Abont 
$150,000 will be spent here in the purchase of 
hydratlic dredging equipment, etc. J. G. White 
& Company have also been awarded a contract 
for street paving in Manila, where they are now 
building an extensive electric traction and 
lighting system, which will be operated by an 
American syndicate, in which J. G. White, ex- 
President Buhl of the Sharon Steel Co., J. F. 
Swift of Detroit, and the Westinghouse interests 
are largely concerned... ¥./. of Commerce. 


HarporR IMPROVEMENTS, PENANG.—The fol- 
lowing extract from the Penang Chamber of 
Commerce to the Governor on his arrival there 
shows what the public expected from H. E.: 
“We would especially bespeak, Sir, your favor- 
rable consideration of the improvement of our 
harbor by the extension of the New Pier and 
the measures which it will be necessary to take 
in the very near future to counteract the silting 
up of Weld Quay and the southern approaches 
of the harbor; the extension of the telephonic 
service to Singapore and. throughout the Feder- 
ated Malay States; the ferry service between 
Penang and the Northern District of Province 
Wellesley; the Weld Quay Reclamation; and 
the improvement of the Penang River.—S. 
Times. 


RoNTOONS, SHANGHAT.—Plans were submit- 
ted to the Council by the Municipal Engineer 
showing the proposed position of the two pon- 
toons referred to in the Budget, north and south 
of the Foochow Road. This plan will be for- 
warded for the formal sanction of the harbor 
authorities. 


SreaM LAUNCH, SINGA?ORE.—Proposals are 
advertised for the construction of a wooden 
serew launch for the Police Department; length

Dry Dock, Io1,0.—A movement has been 
started to secure a concession for the construc- 
tion of a drydock and marine slipway at Iloilo. 
Chinese capital is behind the scheme. 

CANAL, KoanTAn, F. M.S.—The F. M. S. 
government is voting the sum of $250,000 for 
the constrnetion of the Canal and improvement 
of the harbor.

WHANGPOO RIVER IMPROVEMENTS, SHé4 NG-’> 


HAI, May to —A meeting of the Consular Body 
has been called for to-day to discuss the ques- 
tion of the conservancy of the Huangpu River. 

We understand from Chinese sources that 
various suggestions from the Viceroy have been 
placed before the Consuls and the memorandum 
is to be under discussion to-day. The following 
is a translation of Viceroy Wei Kuang-tao’s 
memorandum :— 

“The Senior Consnl is requested to consider 
the following suggestions with the Consular 
body asking them to approve of the same, so 
that the conservancy work may be taken in 
hand at an early date:—1.—China, feeling 
uneasy at (being unable to entertain) the mer- 
chantmen of the various great countries paying 
dues and at the foreign merchants resident in 
China making contributions towards the cost 
of conserving the Whangpoo, is prepared to 
appropriate Tis. 230,000 of the Customs Rey- 
enue annually and to devote another Tis. 230,000 
in liev of the amount which the foreign mer- 
chants are prepared to subscribe, or to appro- 
priate in all Tls. 460,000 annually for the 
purpose of the Whangpoo River Conservancy 
until the work is completed. 2.—The works 
of the Whangpoo River shall be still controlled 
by the Shanghai Taotai and the Customs, and 
the administration of, and other powers in con- 
nection with, the river, lighthouses, etc., be 
still in charge of the Customs authorities. 3.— 
In regard to these proposed measures China 
hereby promises or undertakes to ask the va- 
rious countries, after three months, to conjointly 
recommend and nominate one or two officers 
versed in conservancy works to manage the 
work in question. 4.—A statement of the ex- 
penses of the work shall be made out for the 
examination of the Shanghai Consular Body 
once every three months. 5.—The Chinese 
Government is willing not to receive any money 
or contribution for the conservancy work from 
the shipping or properties of the various coun- 
tries at Shanghai and the ports in its neighbor- 
hood.—N. C. Daily News. 


Owing to the scarcity of vessels coming to 
Nagasaki for repairs, the work on the Mitsui 
Bussan Kaisha’s collier of some 2,000 tons at 
the Tategami yard is now reported to be making 
rapid progress. This vessel is expected to be 
launched in December next. 
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The Penang Harbor Advisory Board has 
decided to have new tug steamers attached to 
the wharf to assist steamers. The jetty there is 
to be lengthened sufficiently to enable three 
ocean-going steamers to come alongside at the 
same time. 


The Japanese Lighthouse Office has published 
an album containing views of all the lighthouses 
in Japan, with short descriptions of each. The 
illustrations are beautifully done in color, and 
the album itself is very nicely got up. The 
descriptions are in Japanese, but the name and 
position of each lighthouse are printed in 
English, which makes the volume of more 
interest to foreign readers.—.Vagasaki Press.

New Steam LAcncH, MANILA.—The Quar- 


termaster’s Department of the U. S. Army at 
their Department of Works, are building a new 
steam launch, for use in the rivers and lakes of 
Mindanao. The boat will be built of steel, and 
have a length over all of 60 feet. She will 
be fitted up as a guuboat and be added to 
‘“‘Admiral’* Wood's fleet. The stéel and engines 
for the launch were purchased in China, 


NEW ST£ZAMER.—It is reported that the Mitsu 
Bishi Dockyard and Engine Works at Nagasaki 
has signed a contract to construct a shallow 
draught passenger steamer of 1,660 tons for. the 
VYangtsekiang service of the Osaka Shosen Kai- 
sha. She will have a length of 230 feet, a 
breadth of 40, a depth of ro, and a maximum 
dranght of 5 feet 6 inches, and is expected to 
be ready for sea in January next. 


Port Works, NAGAsAKt.—The harbor im- 
provement scheme of Nagasaki, which was tak- 
en in hand in October, 1897, is expected to be 
completed by the end of September next. The 
estimate for the undertaking was originally Yen 
3,100,000, but, owing to a remarkable rise in the 
prices of all materials, the amount was subse- 
quently increased to Yen 4,918,23¢. 


BRIDGES 


RAILWAY BRIDGE.—Ata meeting of the Leg- 
islative Council held at Singapore, on May 6, 
it was proposed toappropriate a sum not exceed- 
iug $15,557 in replacing a bridge near the 11th 
mile on the Singapore Kranji Railway. On the 
ist February of this year the north abutment 
collapsed owing to the scouring under the foun- 
dations caused by the heavy floods of the preced- 
ing week. This was followed by the subsidence 
of the south abutment. A temporary bridge was 
put up under the direction of the manager, and 
traffic wasresumed within two days. The bridge 
had been put under observation two days before 
the collapse. The place had since been inspected 
by the F. M. S. Railways Manager and members 
of his staff, and on their advice this vote was 
asked to bnild a new bridge and to provide for 
the construction of a line to carry the traffic 
while the new bridge was being put up. It was 
proposed to make cylinder foundations to the 
depth of 16ft. below the ground level. Work 
had been commenced in anticipation of the ap- 
propriation. 


CAVANAGH BRIDGE, SINGAPORE.—The con- __ 


struction of this bridge over the Singapore 
River was again discussed at a recent meeting 
of the Municipal Commission, but owing to the 
lack of sufficient funds toe carry out the work, 
the project was held over.

ELECTRIC RAILWAY AND LAGHiING.— Lica 
tsin.—The contract for the e'ectric lighting and 
laying of electric tramways in Tientsiu was 
on April 26. * 


ELECTRIC Railway, DAGUPAN TO BAGUIO, 
P. I.—The scheme for the construction of an 
electric line from Dagupan to Baguio, following 
the line of the new Benguet road, has been 
practically approved by the Philippine Com- 
mission. The franchise will be let to a private 
corporation, who will construct and operate the 
line, utilizing the road bed now under course of 
construction by Major Kennon. With this end 
in view, the road has been considerably nar- 
rowed, the grade reduced, and curves straight- 
ened. The parties obtaining the franchise are 
to build all the necessary bridges. 


EvEcTRIC STREERT RAILWAY, SHANGHAI, 
Cuina.—The Shanghai Municipal Council have 
advertised for proposals for the construction and 
operation of electric street railways in that city. 
Information can be secured by application to 
Mr. J. O. P. Bland, Municipal Secretary, Shang- 
hai, China. Tenders opened, July 31, 1904. 
The Municipal Council have issued in pamphlet 
form a reprint of the agreement with the British 
Electrical Engineering Co.,Ld., and The British 
Electric Traction Co., Ld., which agreement 
was repudiated by telegram on 16th January 
last, and is now reprinted for the information 
of fresh applicants in connection with the pro- 
posed Shanghai tramways. 


Curist CHuRCH (N. Z.) Evucrric STREET 
Rai_way ContTRact.—Aithough the award was 
made to a New Zealand concern for the con- 
struction and equipment of the extensive elec- 
tric traction system te be operated in and 
around Christchurch, practically all the mate- 
rial, equipment, etc, will be mannfactured 
in the United States. The major portion 
of the subcontracts have already been award- 
ed. The New Zealand Electric Construction 
Company, which was organized recently for 
the chief purpose of developing the water 
powers in New Zealand, will carry out the work 
of building the Christchurch lines. Somewhat 
more than thirty miles of road will be con- 
structed under the existing contract. The value 
of the contract is about $1,250,000. The muni- 
cipal authorities will operate the lines. Christ- 
church has a population of about 50,000. The 
city is built on a dead level. The existing lines 
are mostly operated by steam. The Canterbury 
Tramway Company runs an eight-mile road to 
Sumner. Another line goes to Sunnyside and 
another runs to Port Hill, Sydenham—all sub- 
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urbs of Christchurch. In the city proper about 
ten miles of steam and horse lines are operated. 
The municipal authorities have acquired all 
these systems and they will be electrically 
converted. 

The United States Steel Products Export 
Company, Battery Park Building, which con- 
cern handles the foreign business of the United 
States Steel Corporation, has secured the con- 
tract for the rails and feeder cables. There will 
be close on to 6,009 tons of railsand accessories, 
comprising 4,330 tons of 92-th girder rails, 477 
tons of 95-tb girder rails, 230 tons of fishplates, 
6g tons of bolts, 355 tons of 73-pound T rails, rf 
tons of fiskplates, 64 tons of fishbolts, anda 
large lot of special work-points and crossings. 
Thirty-five cars will be employed in the first in- 
stance. They will be built by the John Stephen- 
son Company, of Elizabeth, N. J. The motors 
will be of General Electric Company’s build. 
The trucks have been ordered fromthe Peckham 
Manufacturing Company, of Kingston, N. Y., 
local offices Havemeyer Building. The power 
house will have an initial capacity of 1,200 
horse-power. Curtis turbines wili be installed. 
The boilers will be of Babcock & Wilcox type. 
The Christchurch electric traction system will 
be the largest in New Zealand, though quite an 
extensive one has just been completed in Auck- 
land by the London interests of the electrical 
engineering and contracting firm of J. G. White 
& Company, 49 Exchange place. Considerable 
American material and equipment is installed. 
There is another road in Dunedin, which was 
built by the Australasian electrical engineering 
and contracting firm of Noyes Brothers, which 
concern represents the Westinghouse, Brill and 
Niles Bement-Pond interests in the antipodes. 
Another important system is under construction 
by MacArtney, McElroy & Co., New York of- 
fices Havemeyer Building, at Wellington. 

F. Hubert Chamberlain wi!l have charge of 
the construction of the Christchurch, New Zea- 
land, municipal electric traction system, which 
will be practically entirely built of Yankee ma- 
terial and equipment. Mr. Chamberlain is an 
old General Electric man. Prior to securing his 
position he acted as construction engineer of 
the Sydney City and Suburban Tramways, which 
are built largely of American material and oper- 
ated by the New South Wales Government.— 
N. Y. J. of Commerce. 


The General Electric interests have secured 
a substantial contract for the electric lighting 
of Bangaloré, India, and the Mysore Govern- 
ment has sanctioned the opening of negotiations 
with the object of making available in the town 
the surplus electrical energy now supplied from 
the Cauvery Falls to the Kolar gold fields by 
tapping the transmission lines, which run 
within twelve miles of Bangalore. It is also 
contemplated to construct au electric traction 
system. The Cauvery Falls plant is installed 
with generators of some 10,000 horse-power ca- 
pacity in all. The plant generates energy for 
transmission to one of the richest gold fields in 
the Far East. The line is about roo miles iong. 


‘The London interests of J. G. White & Co., 
incorporated, the New York electrical engi- 
neering and contracting concern, have secured 
another important contract for the construction 
of a British municipal traction system, the 
Wigan Electric Light and Tramway Committee 
having allotted to them the work of construct- 
ing the permanent way and installing the 
overhead equipment in that Lancashire city, 
which has a population of about 55,000. 


A company has been organized in London 
for the prime purpose of building an electric 
traction system in Madras, India. The com- 
pany, which is styled the Madras Electric 
Tramways, Limited, has a share capital of 
£100,000 and £50,000 in debenture stock. 
Sir H. C Mance, J. W. Barclay, J, J. Courtenay 
and J. Gray, all resident in the British metro- 
polis, are directors of the new undertaking. 


The construction of an electric traction sys- 
tem between Fremantie and West Fremantle is 
contemplated. The London interests of the 
American electrical engineering and contract- 
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ing firm of J. G. White & Co., Incorporated, 49 
Exchange place, who have lately constructed 
electric tramwtys in Western Australia, are 
understood to be working on the contract.

ELECTRIC LIGHTING, CosT AT SHANGHAI 
(from the March report of Mr. T. H. U. Ald- 
ridge, Electrical Engineer):— 

Revenue and Expendilure.—The revenue for 
March was Tis. 12,657, against Tls. 10,953 for 
February. The expenditure was Tis. 12,157, 
against Tis. 12,009. The profit on the month’s 
working is Tis. 768. 

There are now 47,801 equivalent 8 candle 
power lamps connected to the mains, 193 public 
street arc lamps, 33 private ares, 48 incandes- 
cent lamps for private roads and 34 horse-power 
in motors. At the same time last year the fig- 
ures were 33,813 private, 178 public arcs, 30 
private arcs, no incandescent lamps for private 
roads and no motors. 


ELEctRic C#ILING FANS, SHANGHAI, April 
10.—Owiug to delay in the date of shipment 
from New York of motor-fans belonging to con- 
sumers, a number of the machines now under 
conversion to the reduced frequency will not be 
delivered at Shanghai in time to reinstal them 
before the hot weather. Under these circum- 
stances the Municipal Council decided to divert 
for the use of those concerned the 200 new 
ceiling-fans due to arrive shortly. 

ELEcrric LIGHTING, CaLcuTTa.—Aftersome 
years’ experimental lighting of Harrison Road 
by electricity, the Calcutta Corporation have 
decided to revert to gas, electric light being said 
to be defective, unsatisfactory, and expensive. 

Evecrric LIGHTING PLANT, MaNILA.—Plans 
and specifications are being drawn up for the 
purchase and installation of an electric lighting 
plant for Fort William McKinley. The plant 
as contemplated will call for the machinery 
necessary for supplying 6000 16 cp. lamps, and 
will in all probability be of the alternating type. 
It will be some time yet before the matter is 
acted on, and the contracts will be placed 
through the Quartermaster’s Department at 
Washington. 


TELEPHONE EXCHANGE, PROVINCE WEL- 
LESLEY, S. S.—At a meeting of the Legislative 
council held at Singapore on May 6th, the sum 
of $9,326 was appropriated for the construction 
and maintenance of a telephone system and 
exchange in Province Wellesley. The sum of 
$2,652, the estimatedannual costof maintenance, 
has been guaranteed by the residents for five 
years. 


TELEPHONE CENTRAL STATION, SHANGHAT. 
—The Shanghai Mutual Telephone Co., Ltd., 
have arranged to send their Secretary and Gen- 
eral Manager, Mr. Gustav Oberg, to the United 
States and Europe to secure data and informa- 
tion preliminary to doubling the capacity of the 
exchange next year. Mr. Oberg left on May 
4th, and is expected to return to Shanghai by 
Oct. 17th next. 

Some good-sized orders have recently been 
placed withthe Westinghouse Electric and Man- 
ufacturing Company for equipment to be in- 


stalled in Japanese arsenals, etc. The orders 
are secured through the Japanese house of Ta- 
kata & Company, whose New York offices are 
at 10 Wall street.—V. ¥./. of C. 

Representatives of the Japanese Government, 
inciuding S. Tada of the Japanese navy, and 
M. Timita and M. Mishikawa, electrical engi- 
neers, are now in the U. S. with a view to 
placing some substantial coutracts for equip- 
ment to be installed in Japanese naval yards, 
arsenals, etc. Messrs. Tada, Timita, and Mishi- 
kawa are now in Pittsburg. 

BiG JAPANESE ORDER.—The Japanese house 
of Mitsui & Company, whose New York offices 
are at 445-447 Broome street, has recently se- 
cured in behalf of American electric and other 
mauufacturing interests a number of interesting 
contracts for various equipment to be installed 
in Japanese electric lighting plants, mines, etc. 
Two 500-kilowatt Curtis turbines have been 
ordered for shipment to the Yokohama Electric 
Light Company for an extension of its plant. 
The Tokio Electric Light Company will also 
put in a 509-kilowatt turbine. A 300-kilowatt 
generator and three transformers, aggregating 
360 kilowatts, will be built by the General 
Electric Company, 44 Broad street, for installa- 
tion in the Sumito copper mines. The engines 
will be shipped by the McIntosh-Seymour Com- 
pany of Auburn, N. Y., local offices Havemeyer 
Building, 26 Cortlandt street. A 500-kilowatt 
General Electric Company generator, together 
with 600 kilowatts of transformers, and a 165- 
kilowatt motor generator of same build have 
been requisitioned for by the Kosaka Copper 
Mining Company. The generator will be driven 
by a water turbine of 850 horse-power capacity, 
built by James Leffel & Company of Springfield, 
Ohio.—N. Y. J. of Commerce. 


ELECTRIC POWER TRANSMISSION, PHILIP- 
PINES.—The harnessing of the Botocan Falls 
and of tke rivers Caliraya and Lomot, in the 
province of Laguna, and the Angat river in 
Bulacan, and the transmission of electric power 
thus procured to the city of Manila and vicinity, 
are electrical problems now receiving consider. 
ation from the Bureau of Engineering. It is 
expected that thirty or forty thousand horse 
power can be generated by these combined 
projects, a power sufficient to meet the needs of 
the new street railway, the lighting and the 
mechanical needs of the city for several years. 


The East Indian Railway Company is about

84 per bale 
of 300 catties—29,064 piculs being exported, 
principally for Szechwan, while only 1,935 piculs 
were sent into the interior, Of the 1,000 looms 
only 300 were worked, weaving 100,000 pieces 
of Plain Grey Shirtings, generally 4o yards long 
and 36 inches wide, weight 15 Ib., anc valued at 
Tis. 4 to Tis. 4.20 a piece; 9,569 pieces of the 
above quantity came under our izance, 
The filature reeled 250 piculs of Yellow Silk. 
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which was all sent to Shanghai for reshipment 
abroad, the price realised varying between Tls. 
Sooand Tis goe per picul.—Aeport of Hankow 
Chamber of Commerce. 


HANKOW SMELTERS.—The oreworks on the 
Wuchangside weretaken over from Messrs. Vrard 
& Co., who are making considerable additions 
to buildings and machinery. Two new houses 
are in course of construction for their employés, 
offices, also an up-to-date laboratory, and addi- 
tional plant is being instailed for concentrating 
(specific gravity process) lead and zine ores— 
galena and biende; the new installation will be 
capable of working daily (12 hours) 75 tons of 
ore, as compared with the 30 tons of the oid 
plant. Antimony ore was crushed in considera- 
ble quantities and sorted into various grades for 
export. Little or nosmelting work of any kind 
is done. 

On the Hankow side, in the Japanese conces- 
sion, there are also ore works, owned and 
operated by a Cantonese, a naturalized Japanese 
subject. Nothing but smelting of antimony 
ore is carried on, and during the eight or nine 
months the plant was working 5,100 piculsof the 
ore were converted into regulus, which was all 
shipped to Japan. 


The Bickford Drill and Tool Company of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, is reported to have secured a 
substantial Japanese order threugh F. W. Horne 
of Yokohama, whorepreseuts several American 
machinery concerns in that part of the world. 


The North British Locomotive Company, the 
recently formed combination of the principal 
Scotch engine builders, has been allotted a 
contract for nineteen locomotives for the Burma 
Railways. 


The J. G. Brill Co., of Philadelphia, recently 
secured a contract for 157 trucks for shipment 
to Japan, where they are intended to be used 
on the electric traction system now under con- 
struction in Tokio. A substantial contract is 
also in hand for trucks to be shipped to Singa- 
pore, Straits Settlements. 


Iron Founprigs, TonKin.—The Feuille de 
Renseignements, official organ of the French 
Colonial Office, states that the establishment of 
iron foundries on a large scale in Tonkin seems 
quite feasible. Rich veins of iron ore have 
recently beey discovered about 60 kilometres 
from Hanoi. Not far from this place are the 
anthracite coal mines of Hongay, now being 
successfully worked. This anthracite, mixed 
with coal frem Japan or Yunnan, would, it is 
said, produce coke adapted for iron-foulnding. A 
market might, it is said, be found in China, 
Japan, Hongkong, and Siam, countries which 
at present have to import from Europe and 
Amierica. 


COLD STORAGE, M&LBOURNE.—W. Angliss, 
a well-known meat man of Melbourne, Aastra- 
lia, is preparing to erect a large refrigerating 
plant at Footscray, asuburb of Meibourne. The 
plant will be located on the banks of Saltwater 
river, and already fifty acres of land has been 
secured for the purpose. The cold storage plant 
will have a capacity of 70,000 carcases of mutton 
and lamb at a time. Work on the plant will 
commence in the near future and all modern 
equipment will be installed. 


NEW BREWERY, SINGAPORE—A new brewing 
company is being organized in Singapore. An 
estimate for the construction of the necessary 
buildings, well and cellars, places the cost at 
$54,350. It is estimated that the capital expen- 
diture will be as follows:—Purchase of property 
$15,000; excavation of cellars $12,000; construc- 
tion of buildingsand cellars $41,000; sinking and 
lining well $1,350; purchase of machinery and 
other appliances $25,000; erection of machinery 
$5,000; bullocks, carts, etc., $15,000; contingen- 
cies $4,150. Total $105,000. 

It is considered that a working capital of 
$50,000 will be required, and unless thatamount 
at least is obtained the Company will not go to 
allotment. 

The monthly working expenses are estimated 
fo amount to $21,000, which is a very liberal 
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average. The quantity of malt, hops, and surgate 
estimated for is equal to a production of about 
22,000 dozen, but a margin of 30 per cent. has 
been allowed for leakage, damage, etc. 

It is anticipated that a good export trade will 
be built up which will give a much larger scope 
for business. 

The share capital is $200,000, divided into 
2,000 shares of $100 each. 

The directors are Messrs. D. S. Carmichael, 
(Messrs. Stiven & Co.); A. J. W. Watkins, 
(Messrs. Swan & Maclaren), and Mr. G. P. Ni- 
cholson (Messrs. Barugh & Co., Ltd.). Messrs. 
Drew and Napier are the solicitors and Mr, F. 
W. Barker is the Secretary. 

MatcH Factory, Hankow.—The Hsieh- 
chang match factory did an excellent business, 
its make of matches enjoying a wide sale: 59,000 
cases, each containing 100 dozen boxes, were 
manufactured, of which 36,000 cases were dis- 
posed of at Tis. 2.50 percase. The products of 
this factory are accorded special treatment by 
the Likin Administration, which issues a special 
document, on the payment of 400 cash per case, 
exempting the goods it covers from further 
charges in this province. 


MINT, HANKOW.—The Province mint was 
worked at high pressure thronghout the vear, 
the total number of the different coins minted 
being: dollar. 4,939,900; half-dollaz, 54,200; 20- 
cent, 3,670,000; 10-cent, 3,847,500; and 10-cash 
pieces, 56,000,000. The latter are in great favor 
and it has been difficult to keep pace with the 
demand; 4uf as over 20 coining presses were 
added to this department during the vear and 
further additions are to be made in 1904, tt ts 
hoped that the requirements of the province will 
be fully met. 


ALBUMEN Factories, HANKOW.—The various 
albumen factories did a fairly good business, 
but the home markets are easily overstocked, 
and as this article cannot stand long storage the 
output has to be kept within the demands of 
the markets to ensure a profitable sale. 

PROJECTED ENTERPRISES, HANKOW.—A tan- 
nery and a cask factory are to be started in the 
early future. 


Curna’s IRONWORKS AT HANKOW.—TheGov- 


ernment Ironworks and Arsenal were kept 
busily employed, during 1903, the latter doing 
night work. The Ironworks manufactured some 
28,000 tons of steel rails, of which over 16,000 
tons were sold to the Pei-Han Railway, at an 
average price of 162 francs (or £6 8s. 4d.) per 
ton, while the ontpnt of pig iron was increased 
from 75 to 120 tons per day, yalued at Tis. 32 
perton. The works employed five foreigners, 
and consumed monthly 5,000 tons of Japan coal 
and 15,000 tons of coke made from Ping-hsiang 
coal. It is rumored that when the contract 
with the Pei-Han Railway for 80,000 tons rails 
and 16,000 tons accessories, such as chairs, 
fishplates, etc., is fulfilled, the works will pro- 
bably close down, unless new contracts for the 
supply of rails, ete., can be entered into with 
other railways now starting. 

During the year two new blast-heating stoves 
(Cooper’s) were added to the Siemens-Martin 
steel plant in the works, and a new machine 
and fitting shop erected and additional machin- 
ery fitted in the arsenal, enabling new machines 
and repairs to be made on the spot, and the 
daily outturn of rifles to be increased from 25 to 
40. The Ping-hsiang Coal Mine Company, a 
quasi-official company working in conjunction 
with the ironworks, also acquired four shallow 
draught tugs and four steel lighters, each with 
a capacity of 340 tons on a 6-foot dranght, which 
are to be employed in bringing down from a 
point about 15 miles above Changsha where the 
railway from the pits in Ping-hsiang, Kiangsi, 
will terminate—Hankow Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


NEW ARSENAL AND RarLway, CHrva.—The 
proposed site for the new arsenal is locally 
called Lungweichang, which is within the juris- 
diction of Siencheng District. It ison the bank 
of the inner river and is 7 li above the town 
of Wanchachen and 3 li below Fangshan and 


a few li from Wuhu. Viceroys Wei and Chang 
propose to have a railway line built from this 
point to Nanking and a wide road to Wuhu. 
The entire enterprise is said to require a sum 
of Tis. 5,000,000 at least.—P. G 7. Times. 


CHINESK SHELI, AND POWDER FacTORIES.— 
In response to telegraphic instructions from the 
Army Reorganization Department of Peking, 
Viceroy Wei Kuaug-tao of Nanking sent 
recently as a first instalment up North twenty- 
eight quick-firing mountain guns, two hundred 
sheils and two hundred solid shot together with 
nearly 5,000 Ibs. smokeless powder and fuses, 
tubes, etc., sufficient to equip three mountain 
batteries. All the above were made at the 
Kuangnan Arsenal and the Lunghua Powder 
works.--China Mail. 


NEW ARSENAL FOR Kiancsi..—The New — 
Arsenal at Pinghsiang, in Kiangsi province, 
according to Viceroy Chang Chih-tung’s plan, 
is to be much larger than the Kiangnan Arse- 
nal, and extra machinery is to be purchased 
for this purpose from abroad for the new 
Arsenal. In other words, the scheme is to 
make the Pinghsiang Arsenal capable in the 
near future of turning out twenty q.-f. field 
guns a month, and an output of something like 
200 rifles and 100,000 cartridges a day.—China 
Mail. 


GUNPOWDER FACTORY Rk-OPENKD.—The 
gunpowder factory near Loong Hua, Shanghai, 
was originally established by the late Director 
Teng Taotai, and has been suspended for over 
twenty years. As a supply of gunpowder is 
urgently needed, the factory has been ordered 
to be re-opened, and work in this line is 
being steadily pushed on, day and night.-- 
China Mail. 

SuGarR Mint, MAntLa.--Mr. Charles H. 
Trotter, a sugar planter of Dinalupihan, is at 
present on a visitto Manila. On his return he 
will take with him a modern sugar cane crush- 
ing plant for use on his plantations.—J/eni/a 
American, 


A car factory is to be built at Perth, West 
Australia. The Clyde Engineering Company 
and Ritchie & Company of New Sonth Wales 
are primarily interested in the enterprise. The 
promoters have already secured a fair-sized con- 
tract for cars from the West Australian railways. 


NEW MacHINERY PLANTS, JaPAN.—Accord- 
ing to advices which have reached London from 
Japan, it is highly probable that by the end ofthe 
current year the Japanese Government will be 
able to meet all its own requirements, not only 
in arms and ammunition, but in locomotives, 
rolling-stock, and rails. ‘‘The preparations for 
the war and its earlier stages,” it is stated, 
“have naturally taxed the industrial resources 
of the country to the utmost, and it is computed 
that not less than 150,000,000 yen (roughly, 
£15,000,000) have been expended with foreign 
firms by the Government alone during the past 
fifteen months. But the varions Anglo-Japan- 
ese and other industrial companies at Yoko- 
hama, Nagasaki, and other places have recently 
laid down, or are now lying down, such exten- 
sive modern plant and machinery, that, togeth- 
er with the State arsenals, they will shortly be 
able to cope with all the army’s and navy's 
needs.’’ In the letter which is quoted, it is also 
mentioned incidentally that the assessed and 
taxable value of British capital invested in iron, 
steel, and kindred enterprises in Japan is esti- 
mated at three-and-a-half millions sterling.

THE HONGKONG AND SHANGHAI BANK 
RESOURCES 


“TRUSTEE,” whe writes in the April Wonthly 
Review on ‘Indian and Colonial Investments” 
says:—‘The half-yearly report of the Hongkong 
aud Shanghai Banking Corporation which has 
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just been issued is specially interesting on this 
occasion in view of the Far Eastern conflict. 
One naturally looks to see whether the bank's 
resources are reasonably sufficient fer such a 
time of political uncertainty. That the divi- 
dend distribution is maintained is of wore im- 
mediate importance to its shareholders than to 
the public. But fortunately in other respects 
also the statement of accounts presented to the 
recent meeting in Hongkong is equally satis- 
factory. The deposit and current accounts 
amounted on December 31 to $200,627,713, and 
the notes in circulation to $16,259,244. Against 
these the bank had cash amounting to'$35,366,- 
269, coin lodged with the Government amount- 
ing to $8,500,000 and bullion of the value of 
$7,824,187. The proportion of coin and bullion 
to accounts and cireulation was thus over 
twenty-five per cent., which compares very 
favorably with the position of our great Lon- 
don banks, the highest proportion of the cash 
held by any one bank to its current and deposit 
accounts at the date in question being just over 
twenty-one per cent. As regards its reserves, 
the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank has, in ad- 


dition to its paid-up capital of ten million - 


dollars and its silver reserve of six million dol- 
lars, a sum of {1,000,000 invested in sterling 


securities, its Consols having been written down, 


to 85 and its holding of the National War Loan 
to the low price of go. One can, therefore, 
regard with the utmost confidence the resources 
of the bank which plays such an important part 
in the commercial Empire in the Far East.” 


CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA 


The fiftieth ordinary general meeting of the 
Chartered Bank of India, Australia and China 
was held on the 20th April at the Cannon Street 
Hotel (London), Mr. J. Howard Gwyther pre- 
siding.—In moying the adoption of the report 
and balance-sheet, the Chairman said that, 
thanks to excessive competition and silver 
eccentricities, their profits had been earned with 
increasing difficulty, India had again been 
fayored with sufficient rain, and the country 
had, consequently, prospered. The price of 
cotton had followed that ruling in America, and 
the cultivators must have benefited considerably 
thereby. Opium had also attained a price quite 
unexpected, despite the constant increase in the 
production by China. Indigo was still on the 
downgrade, as it must be sold at an unprofitable 
price to compete with the synthetic production 
of Germany. The great expansion of linseed 
exports from Argentina showed that India had 
a rival of no mean magnitude. Jute, so far, had 
found no competitor, and the increase in the 
production of the manufactured article was very 
satisfactory. The plans of Lord Curzon and Sir 
Edward Law for further railway communication, 
based upon expanding revenues, should create 
new avenues of trade, and lessen the cost of 
transit to and from the seaboard. Burma had 
again prospered, the crops of rice always in- 
creasing. The Straits Goverument were busily 
engaged in perfecting their new currency 
scheme, and, unfortunately, their difficulties 
had been greatly aggravated by the delayed 
prohibition of further importation of dollars, 
In the meantime it behooved bankers to work 
with much circumspection. Java had still to 
contend with the low values of sugar, and the 
future was unpromising unless the position was 
ameliorated by the abolition of bounties in 
Europe. Trade in the Philippines showed few 
signs of renewed activity, the Americans having 
made @ return to prosperily difficult by very 
unwisely preventing the ingress of Chinese. 
Japan, up to the outbreak of hostilities, was 
happily placed. Capital was abundantand trade 
thriving; but in view of the conflict with Russia 
it was impossible to forecast the economic con- 
dition of the country.—In reply to a suggestion 
that the dividend should be increased, the 


Chairman said that the board's policy would be 
directed to a moderate addition to the reserve 
fund until another £400,000 was reached. A 
bank such as theirs must carefully safeguard its 
credit.—The report was adopted. 


INTERNATIONAL BANKING CORPORATION 


Announcement was made by the International 
Banking Corporation at New York on the Sth 
ult. of the sLipment from Yokohama by the 
steamship ‘‘Gaelic’’ of $2,300,000 (gol) and by 
the steamship ‘‘Empress’’ of $2,750,000 in Jap- 
anese gold consignéd to the bank. These 
amounts of precious metal are for payment by 
the Japanese Government for war material and 
supplies purchased in America and in Europe. 
The Government would not venture to forward 
gold direct from Yokohama. the Suez Canal 
route to Europe, hence Amei) 4 benefits from 
the amounts in transit.

Previously, men employed in 
the Construction Department were’ detached 
as they were needed to mend and repair 
lines that were found to be out of order, 
and only the time thus occupied charged 
to this account. This system while it had 
its economical advantages had also its draw- 
backs, one of which was, that when repairs were 
wanted, there were sometimes no men near at 
hand to execute them, and to remedy this the 
new department was formed with the very good 
result that while in the month of March last year 
the average time for the repairing of breaks on 
the lines was two hours and 35 minutes, it was 
this year in the same month 1 hour and 34 min- 
utes. During the month mentioned, while we 
had 68 per cent more telephones in use than dur- 
ing the same month of the previous year, the 
increase in the interruptions was a little over 3 
per cent. In other words the interruptions 
which before the establishment of this depart- 
ment amounted to r hour and 42 minutes per 
telephone have beer since then reduced to 43 
minntes only. It will interest you to know that 
the numberof connections madeat the Exchange 
is automatically registered and that on the 31st 
of March last 13,557 connections were recorded. 
During the three hours from g to 12 a. m. there 
were 5,000; between 2 and 4 p. m. there were 
4,663; and dnring the other 18 of the 24 hours 
that day 3,894. Between 9 to 10a. m. there were 
1861, i. €. 31 per minute. Divided equally be- 
tween 12 operators, each of these would have a 
call to attend to every 23 seconds. Unfortun- 
ately the calls cannot be distributed equally 
amongst the operators nor equally in time>so 
that it is impossible to avoid slight delays when 
several calls have to be attended to by one oper- 


ator at the same time, as is not infrequently the 
case during the busy hours. To redeem one of 
our early promises, we have lately at a consider- 
able expense laid down points at the wharves on 
this side of the river for the nse of ships moored 
there, and if it is found that the seafaring com- 
munity is inclined to make use of the facility 
thus offered, we intend also te connect up ships 
on the other side and at the buoys. We have 
ar~anged for our Secretary and General-Manager 
to go to the United States and to Europe to learn 
all he can concerning our business before we 
commence next year to double the capacity of 
our Exchange. He will leave on the 4th of May 
and be back on the 17th October next. During 
his absence the Superintendent Miss Deady- 
Keane will be in charge. 

A dividend of 4 taels per share, equal to 8"/,, 
was declared, which amounted to 22,000 taels.

THE MONGOLIA 


The S.S. Mongolia, the new Pacific Mail 
liner, is the largest ship that to this date has 
been built and completed by an American ship- 
yard, andin her appointments is one of the 
finest vessels afloat, The principal dimensions 
ofthe Mongolia are: Length 616 feet, breadth 
65 feet, depth 51 feet 3 inches. Her gross ton- 
nage is 13,639, while her displacement is 26,530 
tons. Her dead weight carrying capacity is 
4000 tons, She will accommodate about 450 


-first class passengers, 1300 steerage, and will 


carry a crew of about 250. On her trial trip she 
exceeded her contract speed by more than one 
knot. 

The Mongolia has a double bottom, used for 
either fresh or salt water, and the hull is divid- 
ed into seven watertight compartments, making 
the ship practically unsinkable. She is also 
fitted with a new form of chemical disinfector 
and fire extinguisher, reaching every portion of 
the ship, by which a fire, should there be one, 
can be instantly extinguished. 

The propelling machinery of (te yessel con- 
sists of two sets of quadruple exprision engines 
to carry a boiler pressure of 215 pounds to the 
square inch. The indicated horse power is 
about 12,000, There are eight boilers, four 
double and four single ended, Besides the pro- 
pelling machinery there is a large amount of 
auxiliary machinery, consisting of refrigerating 
and ice making plant, electric light plant, con- 
densers for producing fresh water, pumping 
machinery, steam winches, etc. A fully equip- 
ped machine shop is connected with the en- 
gineer’s department, and spare parts of the 
various portions of the machinery are carried, 
so, should there be an accident to the machin- 
ery, repairs can he made at once. 

The Pacific Mail Steamship Co., unaided by 
any Government assistance, is to-day operating 
the largest fleet of American bottoms of any 
single line. Its line to-day isthe only Amer- 
ican line that may be said to link all of the new 
American dependencies throughout the Pacific 
Ocean, its steamers touching at Honolulu, pass- 
ing near Guam, and, after touching at Japan 
and China ports, calling at Manila and giving 
a service that for comfort and variety of scenery 
is unexcelled. 

The Mongolia is shortly to be followed by her 
sister ship the Manchuria, and the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Co.'s Trans-Pacific fleet will then 
consist of the Mongolia, Manchuria, Korea, Si- 
beria, and China, aggregating some fifty-seven 
thousand tons. ;
